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PREFACE. 



The Friendly Societies Act, 1876, is, we need hardly 
say, founded upon the recommendations of a Royal 
Commission which long and laboriously investigated 
the subject with which it deals. It is both a con- 
solidating and an amending Act. That is to say, it 
not only repeals all former Friendly Societies Acts, 
and gathers into one statute provisions which were 
heretofore scattered through several, but it alters the 
previously existing law in numero^us important par- 
ticulars. While it affords additional facilities for the 
formation of these societies and the conduct of their 
business, it is also intended to furnish securities 
against improvident management; and to prevent the 
wasteful dissipation of funds, the arrangement of con- 
tribationson a basis inadequate to the realization of the 
benefits promised, or the pursuit of unfair and unjust 
conduct on the part of the managers of a society 
towards any of its members. Although its provisions 
are to some extent permissive in their character, 
rather pointing out what should be done than com* 



pelling it to be ione, tlicre are also matiy of a ttlot*(! 
stringent character; and it may fairly be anticipated 
that none of them will be wanting in salutary effect. 
Be that as it may be> the new Act^ which is now the 
only one in operation with regard to the organisation 
of Friendly Societies^ forms a Complete code of the 
statute law on the subject ; and it is to its enactments 
exclusively that the members or managei*s of these 
b dies must in future look in order to ascertain either 
iheir riarhts or their duties. We have endeavoured to 
fitcilitateits perusal by an explanatory Introduction^ and 
by notes to such of the clauses as seemed to require 
elucidation. We have also inserted in an Appendix 
the clauses of some other acts which have a beariD«: 
upon Friendly Societies ; and by the compilation of a 
very full and minute Index we hope to have rendered 
it easy for any one to ascertain with facility what are 
the legislative enactments aflFecting any point in w^hich 
he may be interested.

INTRODUCTION. 



The new Friendly Societies Act is, as the preamble 
sets forth, one not only to amend but to consolidate 
the statute laws relating to these bodies. It entirely 
repeals all the previous Acts of Parliament on the 
subject ; and for the future the whole of the statute 
law on the subject will be found within its four 
comers, with the exception of a few provisions iu the 
Income Tax Act, the Savings Bank Act, and the 
Medical Act, which are given in the Appendix. In 
other words, it is, as far as it goes, a complete code. 
At the same time it introduces a variety of amendments 
into the law, many of which are of great importance. 
It will be seen, when we come to deal with the 
clauses of the Act, that it does not, except as to a

single clause^ come into operation until 1st January, 
1876^ and that it expressly recognizes the validity of 
any transactions prior to that date which would have 
been legal according to Acts previously in force on the 
part of the societies registered under them. After that 
date all registered societies will come under the new 
Act, without further or other registration. They will, 
in fact, be taken, for all purposes, to be societies 
registered under the present Act. 

It will still, as before, remain optional widi friendly 
societies whether they are or are not registered. But 
it will be seen that the Act offers considerable in- 
ducements to register by the privileges which it conr 
fers upon, and the facilities which it offers to, regis- 
tered societies. And it must not be forgotten or 
overlooked that although nearly all the clauses of the 
Act — indeed, all the clauses which confer privileges or 
facilities-prefer exclusively to registered societies, there 
are several clauses imposing, liabilities or restrictions 
which apply equally to registered and unregistered so- 
cieties. It would be in a great measure correct to say, 
that in so far as it imposes liabilities on these societies, 
the Act applies to all ; and that in so far as it is advan« 
tageous to them, it applies only to registered bodies. 

These general observations being premised, we shall 
now proceed to deal in detail with the provisions of 
the Act. 

The first clause provides that the Act may be cited 
as the " Friendly Societies Act, 1876." 

Under the second clause, the Act is to come into 
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operation (1) as to section 10 (which relates to the 
establishment of a registry office)^ and as to section 37 
(which relates to the payment of salaries and expenses) 
on the passing of the Act)> and (2) as to the remainder 
of the Act, on the Ist of January, 1876. 

The Act (section 3) is to extend to Great Britain and 
Ireland, the Channel Islands, and the Isle of Man. 

The fourth section is thejnterpretation clause, which 
defines the meaning of a number of terms used in 
the Act. 

Section five repeals a number of Acts, or parts of 
Acta, set forth in the first schedule (p. 114). These 
Acts, as wfe have already stated, include all Friendly 
Societies previously in operation: The clause at the 
same time provides that this repeal is not to affect the 
past operation of the said Acts, or the validity of any- 
thing done either under them or under the rules of any 
society registered or certified thereunder before the 
commencement of the present Act. 

The effect of the repeal of these Acts, so far * as 
Tvlates to existing societies, is further limited by clause 
6, which provides that every society now subsisting 
whose niles have been registered, enrolled, or certified 
under any Act relating to friendly societies or cattle 
insurance societies, is to be deemed a society regis- 
tered under this Act, and that its rules, so far as they 
are not contrary to any express provisions of this Act, 
are to continue in force until altered or rescinded. 

Moreover, although as to societies in general, the 
present Act imposes a limitation of the benefits to

which a member may be entitled {seepost, Ictrod. p. 30, 
and clause 27), the section to which we are now refer* 
ring makes one exception to that rule, by providing 
that ^^ nothing herein contained shall affect the validity 
of the rules of friendly societies established before 
the 15th day of August, 1850, notwithstanding that 
the contingent annual payments to which the members 
or nominees of the members of such societies may 
become entitled, may exceed the limit hereby fixed/' 

Notwithstanding the repeal of the 18 & 19 Vict. 
c. 63, section 44 of that Act will (by clause 7) 
continue in operation with regard to any society 
whose rules have been deposited under it until such 
society is registered under the present Act, or until 
the 31st day of December, 1878, whichever first 
happens. That is to say, the societies in question 
may, if they choose, postpone registration under the 
present Act until 3 1st December without forfeiting the 
advantages they enjoy under the clause in question ; 
but if they do not do so by that date, they will then 
cease to enjoy those advantages. 

The Act next proceeds to describe (by clause 8) the 
societies which may be registered under it. They are 
as follows : — 

(1.) Societies (herein called friendly societies) es- 
tablished to provide by voluntary subscriptions of the 
members thereof, with or without the aid of dona* 
tions — 

For the relief or maintenance of the members. 
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their husbands^ wives^ children^ fathers^ 
mothers, brothers or sisters, nephews or 
nieces, or wards being orphans, during 
sickness or other infirmity, whether bodily 
or mental, in old age (which shall mean any 
age after fifty), or in widowhood, or for the 
relief or maintenance of the orphan children 
of members during minority ; ' 

For insuring money to be paid on the birth of a 
member^s child, or on the death of a member, 
or for the funeral expenses of the husband, 
wife, or child of a member, or of the widow 
of a deceased member, or, as respects per- 
sons of the Jewish persuasion, for the pay^ 
ment of a sum of money during the period 
of confined mourning ; 

For the relief or maintenance of the members 
when on travel in search of employment, or 
when in distressed circumstances, or in ca^e 
of shipwreck, or loss or damage of or to 
boats or nets ; 

For the endowment of members or nominees of 
members at any age; 

For the insurance against fire, to any amount not 
exceeding fifteen pounds, of the tools or 
implements of the trade or calling of the 
members ; 

Provided that no society (except as aforesaid) 
which contracts with any person for the 
assurance of an annuity exceeding fifty 
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pounds per annum, or of a gross sum exceed- 
ing two hundred pounds, shall be registered 
under this Act : 

(2.) Societies (herein called cattle insurance 
societies) for the insurance to any amount against 
loss by death of neat cattle, sheep, lambs, swine, and 
horses from disease or otherwise : 

(3.) Societies for any benevolent or charitable pur- 
pose (herein called benevolent societies) : 

Societies (herein called working men's clubs) for 
purposes of social intercourse, mutual helpfulness, 
mental and moral improvement, and rational recrea- 
tion : 

(5.) Societies for any purpose which the Treasury 
may authorize as a purpose to which the powers and 
facilities of this 'Act ought to be extended (herein 
called ** specially authorized societies''). 

The Treasury have, however, under clause 9, power 
to limit the application of the Act as respects '^ specially 
authorized societies" to such of the provisions of the 
Act as they may specify in the authority for registering 
any such society. 

Such being the societies to be registered, by whom 
are they to be registered ? This question is answered 
by the 10th clause, which provides for the establish- 
ment of a central registry office, under a chief registrar 
and " assistant-registrar for England ; " together with 
|)ranch registry offices, each under an assistant-registrar 
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for Scotland and Ireland. The registrar and assistant- 
registrars must be barristers or solicitors. The clause 
then goes on to prescribe their functions. In the first 
place^ the central office is to exercise all the functions 
DOW vested by law in the registrar of friendly or build- 
ing societies for England or Wales, or in the barrister 
appointed to certify the rules of savings banks. But 
then this office is^ further^ to perform certain duties 
imposed upon it by the present Act. It is to prepare 
and circulate model forms of accounts, balance-sheets, 
and valuations. It is to coUeqt and circulate informa- 
tion useful to friendly societies with regard to the 
statistics of life and sickness. And it is to construct 
and publish tables for the payment of sums of money 
on death, in sickness, or old age, or on any other con- 
tingency forming the subject of an assurance autho- 
rized by the Act ; it being, however, provided that the 
adoption of these tables by any society shall be optionaL 
The chief registrar is to report annually to Parliament ; 
and the remainder of the clause prescribes the relations 
between the chief office and the assistant-registrars for 
Scotland and Ireland, together with the functions of 
the latter officers. 

We have already seen what societies may be regis- 
tered. The registration of these societies is, however, 
(clause 11) subject to the following conditions and 
qualifications : — 

(1.) No society can be registered under this Act 
which does not consist of seven persons at least. 
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(2.) For the purpose of registry an application to 
register th^. society^ signed by seven members and the 
secretar}'^ and written or printed copies of the rules, 
together with a list of the names of the secretary and 
of every trustee or other officer authorized to sue and 
be sued on behalf of the society^ shall be sent to the 
registrar. 

(3.) No society shall be registered under a name 
identical with that under which any other existing 
society is registered, or so nearly resembling such 
name as to be likely, or in any name likely, in the 
opinion of the registrar, to deceive the members or the 
public as to its identity, and no society shall change 
its name without the sanction of the chief or an assis- 
tant-registrar, as after provided. 

(4.) A society (other than a benevolent society or 
working men's club) shall not be disentitled to registry 
by reason of any rule for, or practice of, dividing any 
part of the funds thereof, if the rules thereof contain 
distinct provision for meeting all claims upon the 
society existing at the time of division, before any such 
division takes place. 

(6.) No society assuring to any member a certain 
annuity shall be entitled to registry, unless the tables 
of contributions for such assurance, certified by the 
actuary to the Commissioners for the Reduction of the 
National Debt, or by some actuary approved by the 
Treasury, who has exercised the profession of actuary 
for at least five years, be sent to the registrar with the 
application for registry. 
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The same clause then goes on to provide thatspcieties 
carrying or intending to carry on business in more 
than one country (England^ Ireland^ and Scotland being 
for this purpose considered different countries) must be 
registered in the country in which their registered office 
is situate ; that copies of the rules of such societies, 
and of all amendments of the same, when registered, are 
to be sent to the registrar of each of the other countries, 
to be recorded by him ; that until such rules be so re- 
corded, the society shall not be entitled to any of the 
privileges of this Act in the country in which such rules 
have not been recorded ; and that until such amend- 
ments of rules be recorded, the same will not take 
effect in such countiy. 

The registrar, on being satisfied that a society has 
complied with the provisions as to registry in force 
under this Act, will issue to such society an acknow- 
ledgment of registry, specifying the designation o£ the 
society, according to the classification herein set forth. 

Should a registrar refuse to register a society or its 
rules, the society may appeal (clause Id), in England, 
to the Court of Queen^s Bench ; in Ireland, to the Court 
of Queen's Sench, in Dublin ; and in Scotland, to the 
Court of Session. 

The registration of a society may be suspended or 
cancelled (clause 12) by the registrar, either at the 
request of the society, or (with the approval of the 
Treasury) on proof that registration has been obtained 
by fraud or mistake, that the society exists for an illegal 
purpose, that it has, afttr notice from the regutrar, 
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violated any of the provisions of the Act, or that it has 
ceased to exist. An appeal lies {xoui the cancellation 
or suspension of the registry to the CQurtd of law above 
mentioned. 

We have already se^n that every application for 
registration must be accompanied by a copy of the rales 
of the society. These rules must (clause 13) contain 
provisions in respect of the several matters mentioned in 
the second schedule to the Act {post, p. 115). Amend- 
ments of rales are to be registered. Copies of the rules 
of a registered society must be delivered to every 
person that applies for them, on payment of not more 
than one shilling ; and it is rendered a misdemeanour 
either to give other than the true rales of a society, 
or to give as the rules of a registered society the rules 
of a society which is not in fact registered. 

Registered societies^ 6n the one hand, have certain 
duties and obligations, while on the other they are 
entitled to certain privileges. Following the order in 
which they are treated by the Act, we shall refer, first, 
to the duties and obligations of these societies. They 
are laid down in the 14th clause, which provides — 

Firstly. That every registered society must have a 
registered office ; must have one or more trustees duly 
appointed and notified to the registrar ; must have its 
accounts annually audited^ either by one or more of th6 
public auditors appointed, as we shall hereafter mention 
(p. 36), or by two dr more persons appointed as the 
rules of the society provide ; iilust send to the registrar 
an annual return of receipts and expenditure ; mtfdt 
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send to the registrar once in every five years a return of 
the sickness and mortality of the society ; must either 
themselves have their assets and liabilities valued once in 
every five years (or furnish the registrar with the inform*> 
ation requisite to enable him to have such a valuation 
made) i must allow members or persons interested in the 
funds of the society to inspect the books at all reason*- 
able hours ; must gratuitously supply such persons on 
application with a copy of the rules ; and must keep 
a copy of the last annual balance-sheet^ and of the last 
quinquennial valuation, always hung up in a conspicuous 
place in the registered office of the society.* 

Secondly. That no society shall pay any sum of 
money upon the death of a mettiber or other person 
whose death is entered in any register of deaths^ ex- 
cept upon the production of a certificate of such death 
under the hand of the registrar of deaths. 

Thirdly. That it shall be an offence under the Act if 
any registered society fails, wilfully neglects, or refuses 
to give any notice, send any return or document, furnish 
any information, or do any act or thing required, or do 
any act forbidden, by this Act. 

Fourthly. That every offence by a society under the 
Act shall be deemed to be committed by every officer of 
whose duty it is a breach, or if there be no such officer, 
then by every member of the committee of manage- 
ment, unless such member be proved to have been 

* The qainquennial retarns and valuations may in certain cases be 
dispensed witli by the chief registrar, with the consent of the Treasury. 
{See last paragraph of clause 1 i, p. 59.) 
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ignorant of, or to have attempted to prevent, the com- 
mission of such oflfence. Moreover^ every default 
under the Act constituting an offence will, if continued^ 
constitute a new offence for every week during which 
it continues. 

Fifthly. That every annual, quinquennial, or other 
return, valuation, or document required to be made by 
the Act, is to be made in such form, and to contain 
such particulars, as the chief registrar prescribes. 

Sixthly. That all documents required to be sent to 
the registrar shall be deposited with the rules of the 
societies to which the same respectively relate, and shall 
be registered and recorded by the registrar with such 
observations as he may direct. 

We come now to the privileges of registered societies 
which form the subject of clause 15. It enacts — 

(1.) That such societies, in meetings of such societies 
exclusively directed to their business, are not to be 
affected by the Corresponding Societies Acts, provided 
that, on the written request of two justices, the officers 
of the society furnish full information to such justices 
as to its nature, object, business, and practices. 

(2.) That stamp duty shall not be chargeable upon 
a variety of documents used in the business of the 
society, and which would otherwise be liable to it. 

(3.) That a member of a society (other than a bene« 
volent society or working man^s club), not being under 
the age of sixteen, may, by a notice under his hand (deli- 
vered at, or sent to, the registered office of the society), 
nominate any persouj not being an officer or servant of 
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the society^ to receive any moneys^ not exceeding £50^ 
payable by the society on the death of such member^ 
and may from time to time revoke or vary such nomi- 
nation by a writing under his hand similarly delivered 
or sentj and on receiving satisfactory proof of the 
death of a nominator^ the society is to pay to the 
nominee the amount due to the deceased member. In 
other words, the member of a registered society is able 
to make what is virtually a will of the sum for which 
his life may be assured, without complying with the 
provisions of the Wills Act ; and this testament or de- 
position takes effect without probate or the payment of 
probate duty. 

(4.) That if any member entitled to a sum not 
exceeding £50 dies intestate, or after having made a 
nomination which remains unrevoked, such sum is 
payable without letters of administration to the person 
who appears to a majority of the trustees, upon such 
evidence as they may deem to be satisfactory, to be 
entitled by law to receive the same. 

(5.) That when the society, on the demand of any 
member, pays any sum of money to the person who 
at the time appears to the tinistees to be entitled under 
this section, the payment is valid and effectual against 
any demand made upon the trustees or the society 
by any other person. 

(6.) That when a trustee, in whose name any stock 
belonging to a society is standing at the Bank of 
England or Bank of Ireland, is absent from England 
or Ireland, becomes bankrupt, or lunatic, or dies, or it 
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is unknown whether he is living or dead^ the chief 
registrar, on apphcation from the secretary and three 
members^ may direct the transfer of the stock to a new 
trustee or trustees. 

(7.) That on the deaths bankruptcy, or insolvency of 
any officer of a society having money or property of 
the society in his hands, such property or money shall 
be paid over to the society in preference to any other 
claim upon the estate of the said officer. 

(8.) That persons under twenty-one but over sixteen 
years of age, or even under certain conditions persons 
under sixteen years of age, may, subject to the limita- 
tions stated in the clause {see p. 65), become members 
of a society. 

(9.) That certificates of births and deaths of persons 
insured in a registered society shall be granted for a 
fee not exceeding 1^. 

(10.) That a society may subscribe to hospitals, &c. 

The Act next proceeds, in the 16th clause, to deal 
with the property and funds of these societies. The 
funds may be invested in any of the following ways : 
(a.) In the Post Office Savings Bank, or in any savings 
bank certified under the Act of 1863 ; (b.) in the 
public funds ; (c.) with the Commissioners for the Re- 
duction of the National Debt ; (d.) in the purchase of 
land, or in the erection or alteration of offices or other 
buildings thereon; (e.) upon any other security expressly 
directed by the rules of the society, not being personal 
security, and except as hereinafter authorized with 
respect to loans (as to this see post, Introd. p. 23, and 
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Act^ clause 67). Then the clause contains a variety of 
technical provisions with regard to the holding and 
conveyance of the various properties or investments ; 
and it concludes with two provisions^ one directed to 
the punishment of fraud or misappropriation, and 
the other exonerating trustees from personal liability 
except in regard to mon^s actually received by them. 

Clause 17 contains detailed regulations with regard 
to the investment of funds with the Commissioners for 
the Reduction of the National Debt, the withdrawal of 
such funds, the interest payable on them, &c. 

Clause 18, with regard to the granting of loans to 
members, is of so much importance that we give it 
nearly in full. It provides that — 

(1.) Not more than one-half of the amount of an 
assurance on the life of a member of at least one full 
year's standing may be advanced to him, on the written 
security of himself and two satisfactory sureties for 
repayment ; and the amount advanced, with all interest 
thereon, may be deducted from the sum assured, with- 
out prejudice in the meantime to the operation of such 
security. 

(2.) A society may, out of any separate loan fund 
to be formed by contributions or deposits of its mem- 
bers, make loans to its members on their personal 
security, with or without sureties, as may be provided 
by the rules, subject to the following restrictions : — 

(a.) No loan can at any time be made out of moneys 
contributed for other purposes of the society : 
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{b.) No member shall be capable of holding any 
interest in the loan fund exceeding two 
hundred pounds : 

(c.) No society shall make any loan to a member 
on personal security beyond the amount fixed 
by the rules^ or shall make any loan which, 
together with any moneys for the time being 
owing by a member to the society, shall 
exceed fifty pounds : 

(d.) No society shall hold at any time on deposit 
from its members any moneys beyond the 
amount fixed by the rules, which shall not 
exceed two-thirds of the total sums for the 
time being owing to the society by the 
members who have borrowed from the loan 
fund. 

The claim is supplemented by another (section 19 *), 
authorizing the accumulation of surplus contributions 
for a member's use. 

The giving of security by officers of the societies, 
and their rendering of proper accounts as often as 
the rules require, on a legal demand, is the subject 
of clause 20; while 21 is another clause of a rather 
technical character, prescribing the mode in which these 
societies may either sue or be sued, or otherwise 
appear in any legal proceedings. 

We now come to the very important subject of the 

* This is one of the clauses which apply both to registered and 
unregistered societies. 
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settlement of such disputes as may arise in a society. 
Clause 22 enacts that (in the absence of mutual con- 
sent to some other way to disposing of the matter) 
every dispute between a member and the society^ or 
one of its officers^ is to be decided in the manner 
directed by the rules ; that the decision so made is to 
be binding and conclusive upon all parties without 
appeal ; that it is not to be removable into any court of 
law or restrainable by injunction ; and that it may on 
application be enforced by a county court. If, however^ 
the rules of a society do not expressly forbid it^ the 
parties to a dispute may refer it to the chief registrar^ 
or to the assistant-registrars in Ireland and Scotland ; 
and there may often be an advantage in making such a 
reference^ as the chief or other registrars is empowered 
to administer oaths^ to compel the attendance of wit- 
nesses^ the production of books, papers, &c« When 
the rules of a society direct that disputes are to be 
referred to the justices, they are to be decided by a 
court of summary jurisdiction as defined in the Act ; 
but in every such case the parties may enter into a con- 
sent referring the matter to a county court. And if the 
rules contain no directions as to disputes, or if no de- 
cision is made on a dispute within forty days after the 
application to the society for a reference under its rules, 
the member or person aggrieved may apply either to 
the county court or to a court of summary jurisdiction^ 
which may hear and determine the matter in dispute. 
Finally, provision is made for the statement of a 
case in reference to any matter in dispute, for the 

c 
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opinion of a superior court in England, Scotland^ or 
Ireland. 

The clause we have just cited relates, as we have 
seen, to disputes between individual members and a 
society. The next (23) makes provision for cases in 
which a portion of the members may be dissatisfied 
with the management, or may desire to have it investi- 
gated. It enacts that on the application of one-fifth 
of the whole number of members of a registered 
society, or of 100 members in the case of a society of 
1,000 members and not exceeding 10,000, or of 500 
members in the case of a society of more than 10,000 
members, the chief registrar or the assistant-registrar of 
Scotland or Ireland (or, in the case of societies regis- 
tered exclusively in Ireland or Scotland, the assistant- 
registrars for Ireland and Scotland respectively), but with 
the consent of the Treasury in every case, may appoint 
inspectors to examine into and report on the affairs of 
a society, or may call a special meeting of the society 
for the discussion of such matters as he may direct ; 
and such meeting is to have all the powers of a meeting 
called according to the rules of the society, and is in 
all cases to have power to appoint its own chairman^ 
notwithstanding any rule of the society to the contrary. 
Any application for the appointment of inspectors, or 
the holding of a special meeting, is to be supported 
by evidence that there are good grounds for making it, 
and that the applicants are not actuated by malicious 
motives : and it is further provided that this section 
is not to apply to any society with branches unless 
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with the consent of the central body of such 
society. 

Registered societies are then (clause 24) empowered 
tq do certain things by special resolutions ; a special 
resplution being defined to be — 

'^ Qne which is passed by a majority of not less 
than three-fourths of such members of a society for 
the time being entitled under the rules to vote as 
may be present in person or by proxy (where the rules 
allow proxies) at any general meeting of which notice 
specifying the intention to propose such resolutions 
has been duly given according to the rules^ and which 
resolution is confirmed by a majority of such members 
for the time being entitled under the rules to vote as 
may be present, in person or by proxy, at a subsequent 
general meeting of which notice has been duly given, 
held not less than fourteen days nor more than one 
month from the day of the meeting at which such 
resolution was first passed. At any meeting men- 
tioned in this section a declaration by the chairman 
that the resolution has been carried shall be deemed 
conclusive evidence of the fact." 

By such a special resolution a society may, with the 
approval of the chief registrar (or, in the case of 
societies registered in Ireland or Scotland, of the 
assistant-registrar for Ireland and Scotland), change its 
name ; or two or more societies may amalgamate ; or 
a society may be converted into a company. All 
special resolutions must be registered in the manner 
and with the efiect stated in the clause (see post, p. 82). 

c 2 
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And with respect to friendly societies^ it is provided 
that no special resolution by any society for any amal- 
gamation or transfer of engagements under this section 
is to be valid unless five-sixths in value (to be calcu- 
lated as for dissolution) of the members assent thereto 
either (1) at the meetings at which such resolution 
is passed and confirmed, or (2) one of them, or (3) in 
writing, if such members were not present thereat ; 
nor will it even then be valid without the written 
consent of every person for the time being receiving 
or entitled to any relief, annuity, or other benefit 
from the funds of the society, unless the claim of 
such person be first duly satisfied, or adequate pro- 
vision be made for satisfying such claim. 

For the further provisions of this section, which does 
not apply to branches, see the clause itself, ji^o^^, p. 86. 

The next point which we have to notice is the dis- 
solution of societies. As to this it is enacted, by 
clause 25 — the provisions of which do not, however ^ 
apply to any society having branches without the consent 
of the central body of such society — that a society may 
terminate or be dissolved in any of the following 
ways:— 

(a.) Upon the happening of any event declared by 
the rules to be the termination of the society : 

{b,) As respects all societies other than friendly 
societies, by the consent of three-fourths of 
the members, testified by their signatures to 
the instrument of dissolution : . 
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(c.) As respects friendly societies^ by the consent 
of five-sixths in value of the members (in- 
cluding honorary members^ if any)^ testified 
by their signatures to the instrument of dis« 
solution^ and also by the written consent of 
every person for the time being receiving 
or entitled to receive any relief, annuity, or 
other benefit from the funds of the society, 
unless the claim of such person be first duly 
satisfied, or adequate provision made for 
satisfying such claim, and in the case of a 
branch society with the consent of the 
central body of the society, or in accordance 
with the general rules of the society : 

{d,) By the award of the chief registrar or assistant- 
registrars in the cases herein specified. 

Then the clause contains provisions as to the 
contents of the instrument of dissolution, to altera- 
tions in the instrument of dissolution, to the statutory 
declaration by which it is to be accompanied, to the 
vesting of the instrument of dissolution, and to pub- 
lication of notice of its execution in the Gazette. 

It next regulates the manner in which the value of 
members of friendly societies is to be ascertained, and 
the number of votes which a member is to have; pro- 
vides that no division or appropriation of the funds of 
a society is to be made otherwise than for the purpose 
of carrying into efifect its objects^ unless the claims of 
every member or person claiming relief, annuity, or 
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other benefit from the funds be duly satisfied^ or pro- 
vision be made for satisfying it; that an officer or 
person aiding or abetting in the dissolution of a 
society^ othei'wise than as the Act provides^ is on 
summary conviction to be liable to imprisonment for 
three months with hard labour ; and that a member 
or claimant upon the funds of a dissolved society^ who 
is dissatisfied with the provision made for meeting his 
claim^ may. appeal to the county court of the district. 

Finally^ the clause regulates the mode in, and the 
terms upon, which a society may be dissolved, and its 
funds distributed, by an award of the registrar, if 
such funds, or the rates of contribution, are insufficient 
to meet the claims upon them (see post, p. 89). 

Clause 26 provides that militiamen, volunteers, &c.^ 
are not to lose the benefits on account of entering 
either of these branches of the service.* 

The limitation of benefits is the subject of clause 
27, which provides that no member of a registered 
friendly society, or any person claiming through a 
member, shall be entitled to receive more than £200 
by way of gross sum, or (except as provided by sec- 
tion 6 of the Act) t £^0 a year by way of annuity, 
from any one or more of such societies ; and any society 
may call for a statutory declaration from a member to 
this efifect, the making of a false or fraudulent statu* 
tory declaration being a misdemeanour. 

One of the subjects most strenuously discussed iu

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connection with the present Act, was the extent to 
which it should legalize or prohibit insurances on 
the lives of children of tender age. The controversy 
was eventually settled by a general agreement in the 
provisions now embodied in the 28th clause, which 
applies to unregistered as well as to registered 
societies. The principle of the clause is embodied in 
the first of the nine sub-sections of which it consists* 
This enacts that no society "^ is to insure or pay on 
the death of a child under five years of age any sum 
of money which ^ added to any amount payable on the 
death of such child by any other society, exceeds £6, 
or on the death of a child under ten years of age any 
sum of money which, added to any amount payable 
on the death of such child by any other society, 
exceeds JCIO. In other words, the life of a child 
under five years of age is not in the whole to be 
insured for more than £6, nor that of a child between 
five and ten years of age for more than ^10. It 
must be remarked that although these provisions 
appear to restrict the powers of members of friendly 
societies, they do, in fact, give them special privi- 
leges. According to the general law, no person 
can insure the life of another unless he has a 
pecuniary interest in such life; that is to say, unless 
he loses something by its cesaation.f Now, as a rule, 

• The word ** society *' in the present clause includes all industrial 
companies assuring the payment of money on the death of children 
under the a^e of ten. 

f For instance, every creditor has a pecuniary interest in the life of 
his debtor to the extent of his- debt. A wife has a pecuniary interest 
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a parent has not such an interest in the life of a child. 
If he has^ then he will still be able^ under the 9th 
sub-section of the clause^ to insure the life to the 
extent of sach interest, whatever it may be. The 
operation of the clause is^ in fact^ confined to cases 
where there is no such interest, and also to new con- 
tracts; for the 9th sub-section also provides that it is 
not to apply to existing contracts of assurance, pro- 
viding, of course, that they were legal under the 
previous Acts. Although, however, the clause permits 
the assurance of children's lives, to the limited extent 
we have mentioned, it confines the right of effecting such 
an insurance to those upon whom the charge of the 
child's funeral may be supposed to fall, and who may 
thus be said to have something resembling an in- 
surable interest in its life. With this view the same 
sub-section of the clause provides that " no society 
shall pay any sum on the death of a child under ten 
years of age except to the parent of such child, or to 
the personal representative of such parent, and upon 
the production by such parent or his personal repre- 
sentative of a certificate of death issued by the 
registrar of deaths (or other person having the care 
of the register of deaths), containing certain par- 
ticulars which we shall now proceed to mention/' 
Whenever a person wishes to obtain from a society 

in the life of her hasband, who is boand to support and maintain her. 
A husband has not necessarily a pecuniary interest in the life of his 
wife, but he may have if property settled on her goes on her death to 
their children, or to some other person.

payment of the sum for which the life of his child is 
insured^ he will have to apply to the registrar of deaths 
for this special certificate^ for without its production it 
will be illegal for the society to pay him the amount. 
On applying for such certificate the name of the 
society^ and the sum sought to be obtained therefrom^ 
must be stated to the registrar, who will^ on giving the 
certificate^ write on it at its foot the words^ " to be pro- 
duced to the society ^' (naming it) '' said to 
be liable for payment of the sum of £ '' (stating 
the sum). If a child's life be insured in more than 
one society, in which case more than one certificate 
will be necessary (for a separate certificate must be 
handed to each society)^ it is provided that all certifi- 
cates of the same death are to be numbered in consecu-* 
tive ord^r.* 

No registrar is to give one or more certificates of death 
for the payment in the whole of a sum exceeding that for 
which the life of a child is allowed to be insured ; and 
he is further forbidden to give any certificate^ unless 
the cause of death has been previously entered in the 
register of deaths on the certificate of a coroner, or 
of a registered medical practitioner who attended the 
deceased child in its last illness, or upon the production 
of a certificate of the probable cause of death under the 
hand of a registered medical practitioner, or of other 
satisfactory evidence of the same. 

Then, as a further security against improper pay- 
ments, it is provided that any society to which there 

* The fee on each certificate is not to exceed 1«. 
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is prodaced a certificate of the death of a child^ 
not purporting to be the firsts must, before paying 
any moaey thereon, inquire whether any, and if so^ 
what sums of money have been paid od the same death 
by any other society.* 

Section 29 relates exclusively to societies having 
branches. It regulates their registration ; provides for 
the recording of branch rules ; enacts that notice of the 
establishment of new branches must be given to the 
registrar; declares that until copies of the rules of 
a branch are registered, the act is not to apply to 
that branchy and points out when a branch must be 
separately registered. 

Clause 30 applies only to friendly societies and in- 
dustrial assurance companies receiving contributions 
at a greater distance than ten miles from the registered 
office of the society by means of collectors. It applies^ 
however, to all societies existing at the commencement 
of the acts {i,e, January 1st, 1876), as well as to those 
founded subsequently ; and as to the latter societies^ its 
provisions are to be embodied in their rules. It pro- 
vides (1) for the delivery to every person, on his becoming 
a member of or insuring with the society, of a copy of 
the rules, together with a printed policy ; (2) that no 
forfeiture is to be incurred for default in paying any 
contribution until after due notice as described in the 
section ; (3)t that no transfer of a member (unless in

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certain exceptional cases) ii to be made from one 
society to another without the written ^ossent of a 
member^ or^ in the case of an infant, of his father or 
other guardian ; (4) that no collecter is to be a member 
of the committee of management, or (3) to vote or 
take part in the proceedings of a society ; (6) that at 
least one general meeting of the society is to be held in 
the course of the year ; (7) that notice of meetings is 
to be given in the manner pointed out in the section ; 

(8) that a copy of the balance-sheet of the society is, 
for seven days preceding the meeting in which the 
same is to be presented, to be kept open by the 
society for inspection at every office in which the 
business of the society is carried on, and delivered 
and sent prepaid to every member on demand; 

(9) that the annual returns are to be certified by 
some person not fin officer of the society (otherwise 
than an auditor thereof) carrying on business as an 
accountant, and if not so certified shall be deemed 
not to have been made; (10) that all disputes between 
a member and the society may, notwithstanding any 
provisions in the rules to the contrary, be referred 
to the county court, or to a court of summary juris- 
diction; and (11) that certain acts, in violation of 
the provisions of the clause, are to be oflfences under 
the Act. 

The word " society " in this section is {except in 
provisions 1, 8, and 9) to include all industrial assur- 
ance companies, but it is not to apply to any assurance, 
or annuity with such company, the premiums in re- 
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spect to which are receivable at greater periodical in- 
tervak than two months. 

Clause 31 applies exclusively to cattle insurance 
societies^ and such specially authorized societies as the 
Treasury allow to take the benefit of the Act. 

Clause 32 imposes a penalty^ not exceeding £50, 
recoverable at the suit of the chief or any assistant- 
registrar^ or of any person aggrieved, upon the falsifica- 
tion of any balance-sheet, contribution, or collecting 
book, &c. ; and a penalty of not less than £1, or more 
than £o^ upon any offence under the Act for which no 
penalty is expressly provided. 

All penalties imposed under^ or by virtue of, the 
Act are recoverable in a court of summary jurisdiction. 

Then clause 33 points out the courts of summary 
jurisdiction in which proceedings are to be taken in 
England, Scotland, or Ireland respectively ; and also 
gives an appeal from any order or conviction of such a 
court — in England or Ireland to the Quarter Sessions, 
and in Scotland to the Court of Justiciary, or any 
circuit court thereof. 

Proceedings before the county courts are the subject 
of clause 84. 

Under clause 35 the Treasury are empowered from 
time to time to appoint public auditors and valuers for 
the purposes of the Act, and to determine the rates of 
remuneration to be paid by societies for their services. 
The employment of such auditors and valuers is not, 
however, to be compulsory on any society. 

Clauses 36, ^7, and 38 empower the Treasury to fix 
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the fees payable under the Act, to provide for the pay- 
ment of the salaries and expenses of the registrar^ &c.| 
and to make regulations respecting registry and pro- 
cedure under the Act. 

By clause 39 any instrument oi* document^ copy or 
extract of an instrument or document^ bearing the seal 
or stamp of the central office^ is to be received in 
evidence without further proof; and every document 
purporting to be signed by the chief or any assistant- 
registrar^ or any inspector or public auditor under the 
Act, is, in the absence of any evidence to the contrary, 
to be received in evidence without proof of the signature. 

Cliiuses 40 and 41 vary the provisions of the Act in 
certain particulars, so far as it is applicable to the Isle 
of Man and the Channel Islands. 

To the Act there are appended four schedules. The 
first sets forth the Act and parts of Acts repealed; the 
second prescribes the matters to be provided for by the 
rules of societies registered under the Act ; the third 
and fourth give forms of bonds, receipt and acknowledg- 
ment of registry.

An Act to consolidate and amend the Law 
relating to Friendly and other Societies. 

Whereas it is expedient to confiolidate and amend the 
law relating to friendly and certain other societies : 

Be it enacted by the Queen^s most excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled^ and by the authority of 
the same, as follows :

1. Short title of Act. — This Act may be cited as 
The Friendly Societies Act, 1875.'' 



2. Commencement of Act, — This Act shall come 
into operation as to sections 10, 37, and 88, on the 
passing of the Act, and as to the remainder of the Act 
on the first day of January one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-six, which day is hereinafter referred to 
as the commencement of this Act. 

3. Extent of Act. — This Act extends to Great 
Britain and Ireland, the Channel Islands, and the Isle 
of Man. 
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4, Definitions, — In tliis Act, if not inconsistent 
with the context, the following terms have the mean- 
ings hereinafter respectively assigned to them : 

** The Treasury " means the Lords Commig- 
sioners of Her Majesty^s Treasury : 

'^ England ^^ includes the Channel Islands and 
the Isle of Man (except as hereinafter pro- 
vided) : 

'^ The Registrar " means for England the central 
office, and for Scotland or Ireland the 
assistant-registrar for either country re- 
spectively : 

*' Country " means England, Scotland, or Ireland, 
as the case may be : 

The several ridings of the county of York, the 
several Channel Islands, and the Isle of 
Man, respectively, shall be deemed to be 
counties : 

"Land" includes hereditaments, and in Scot- 
land heritable subjects, of whatever de- 
scriptioU; and chattels real : 

" Property " means all real and personal estate 
(including books and papers) : 

" Registered society " means a society registered 
or deemed to be registered under this Act : 

" Industrial assurance company " means any 
company, as defined by " The Life Assurance

" Gazette^' means the London Gazette for England,

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5. Repeal, — The Acts set foi'th in the first schedale 
hereto are repealed from the commencement of this 
Act, to the extent set fwth in the third column of the 
said schedule ; but this repeal, or anything herein con- 
tained, shall not affect the past operation of the said 
Acts, or the force or operation, validity or invalidity^ 
of anything done or suffered, or any bond or security- 
given, right, title, obligation, or liability accrued, con- 
tract entered into, or proceedings taken, under any of 
the said Acts, or under the rules of any society regis- 
tered or certified thereunder, before the commencement 
of this Act. 

6. As to existing societies, — Every society now sub- 
sisting whose rules have been registered, enrolled, or 
certified under any Act relating to friendly societies or 
cattle insurance societies, shall be deemed to be a society 
registered under this Act, and its rules shall, so far as 
the same are not contrary to any express provision of 
this Act, continue in force until altered or rescinded : 

Provided that nothing herein contained shall affect 
the validity of the rules of friendly societies established 
before the fifteenth day of August one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty, notwithstanding that the contin- 
gent annual payments to which the members or the 
nominees of the members of such societies may become 
entitled may exceed the limit hereby fixed.* 

7. Societies with deposited rules, — Section forty- 
four of the Act of the eighteenth and nineteenth Vic- 
toria, chapter sixty-three,t shall continue to have effect

mittee of such society, shall be decided in manner hereinbefore pro- 
vided with respect to disputes and the decision thereof, in the case 
of societies to be established under this Act, and the sections 
in this Act provided for such decision, and also the section in the 
Act which enacts a punishment in case of fraud or imposture by an 
officer, member, or person, shall be applicable to such uncertified 
societies : Provided always that nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to confer on any such society whose rules shall not have been 
certified by the registrar, or any of the members or officers of such 
society, any of the powers, exemptions, or facilities of this Act, save 
and except as is by this section expressly provided.** The clauses 
referred to in the section just cited are the 40th and 41st, by which it is 
provided that disputes are to be determined in the manner prescribed by 
the rules, or, in the absence of any direction in the rules, by the County 
Coui't of the district within which the usual or principal place of busi- 
ness of the society is situate. So far as the settlement of disputes goes, 
therefore, unregistered societies which have deposited their rules will 
continue to have the benefit of these provisions until the 81st Decem- 
ber, 1878. They will, however, then cease to enjoy that privilege ; 
while the clause of the present Act on which we are commenting 
provides that the 18 & 19 Vict. c. 63, sec. 44, will also cease to bo 
applicable to them so soon as they are registered under this Act.

There shall be a chief registrar of friendly 
societies (herein termed " the chief registrar^'), and 
one or more assistant-registrars of friendly societies 
for England (herein termed "assistant-registrars for 
England"), and such chief registrar and assistant- 
registrars for England shall constitute the central 
ofBce after mentioned. There shall be an assistant- 
registrar of i'riendly societies for Scotland (herein 
termed "assistant-registrar for Scotland"), and an 
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assistant-registrar of friendly societies for Ireland 
(herein termed '^ assistant-registrar for Ireland''). 

(2.) Every chief registrar and assistant-registrar 
shall be appointed by, and shall hold his office during 
the pleasure of, the Treasury. 

(3.) Every chief registrar shall be a barrister of 
not less than twelve years' standing, and one at least 
of the assistant-registrars for England and every 
assistant-registrar for Ireland shall be a barrister (k 
solicitor of not less than seven years standing, and 
every assistant-registrar for Scotland an advocate, 
writer to the signet, or solicitor of not less than seven 
years' standing. The central office may also, with 
the approval of the Treasury, have attached to it 
such assistants skilled in the business of an actuary 
and an accountant as shall from time to time be 
required for discharging the duties imposed on the 
office by this Act. 

(4.) The central office shall exercise all the func- 
tions and powers which are now by law vested in the 
registrar of friendly societies or the registrar of 
building societies for England, or, as respects loan 
societies,* building societies,t and societies instituted 
for purposes of science, literature, or the fine arts,J 
in the barrister appointed to certify the rules of 
savings banks or friendly societies, and shall be 
entitled to receive all statutory fees payable to such 
registrar or barrister, and all enactments relating to 
such registrar or barrister, so far as respects such 
societies as aforesaid, shall be construed as applying 
to the central office. 

(5.) The central office shall, with the approval of 
the Treasury, from time to time —

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(a.) Prepare and cause to be circulated, for the 
use of societies, model forms of accounts, 
balance-sheets, and valuations : 

(i.) Collect from the returns under this Act, and 
from other sources, and publish and circulate, 
either generally, or in any particular district, 
or otherwise make known, such information 
on the subject of the statistics of life and 
sickness, and the application thereof to the 
business of friendly societies, and from time 
to time publish generally, or in particular 
districts, such particulars of their returns 
and valuations, and such other information 
useful to the members of, or to persons 
interested in, friendly or other societies re- 
gistered, or which might be registered under 
this Act, as the chief registrar shall from 
time to time think fit : 

(c) Cause to be constructed and published tables 
for the payment of sums of money on death, 
in sickness, or old age, or on any other 
contingency forming the subject of an assur- 
ance authorized under this Act which may 
appear to be calculable : Provided, neverthe- 
less, that the adoption of such tables by any 
society shall be optional. 

(6.) The chief registrar shall every year lay before 
Parliament a report of his proceedings and of those 
of the assistant-registrars, and of the principal matters 
transacted ^ by him and them, and of the valuations 
returned to, or caused to be made by, the registrar 
during the year preceding. 

(7.) The assistant-registrars shall, except as after 
provided, be subordinate to the chief registrar. They 
shall, within the countries for which they are respec- 
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tively appointed, exercise all functions and powers by 
this Act given to the registrar, and may also, by the 
written authority of the chief registrar, exercise such 
of the functions and powers by this Act given to the 
chief registrar as he shall from time to time delegate 
to them. 

(8.) Subject to any regulations to be made under 
this Act, the assistant- registrars for Scotland and Ire- 
laitfll respectively— 

(a.) Exercise all the functions and powers now 
vested in the registrars of friendly or build- 
ing societies for Scotland and Ireland respec- 
tively, or as respects building societies, and 
societies instituted for purposes of science, 
literature, or the fine arts, vested in Scot- 
land in the Lord Advocate, or his depute 
appointed to certify the rules of friendly 
societies there, or in Ireland in the barrister 
appointed to certify the rules of friendly 
societies there, and shall be entitled to 
receive all fees payable to such registrar, 
Lord Advocate or his depute, or barrister 
respectively, and so that all provisions in 
any Acts of Parliament not hereby repealed 
relating to such registrar, Lord Advocate 
or his depute, or barrister respectively, shall 
be construed as applying to such assistant- 
registrars respectively : 

(b.) Send to the central office copies of all such 
documents registered or recorded by them 
as the chief registrar shall from time to 
time direct : 

{c.) Record all such documents and matters as 
shall be sent to them for record from the 
central office, and such other documents and 
matters as herein provided : 
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(d,) Circulate and publish^ or transmit to or 
from societies registered within their respec- 
tive countries, from or to the central office, 
such information and documents relating to 
the purposes of this Act as the chief re- 
gistrar, with the approval of the Treasury, 
shall from time to time direct: 

(e.) Report from time to time their proceedings 
to the chief registrar as he shall direct. 

(9.) No assistant-registrar for Scotland or Ireland 
shall refuse to record any rules or amendments of 
rules which have been registered by the central office. 

11. Registry of societies. — With respect to the 
registry of societies, the following provisions shall have 
eifect : — 

(1.) No society can be registered under this Act 
which does not consist of seven persons at least. 

(2.) For the purpose of registry, ati application to 
register the society, signed by seven members and the 
secretary, and written or printed copies of the rules, 
together with a list of the names of the secretary and 
of every trustee or other officer authorized to sue and 
be sued on behalf of the society, shall be sent to the 
registrar. 

(3.) No society shall be registered under a name 
identical with that under which any other existing 
society is registered, or so nearly resembling such 
name as to be likely^ or in any name likely, in the 
opinion of the registrar, to deceive the members or the 
public as to its identity, and no society shall change 
its name without the sanction of the chief or an 
assistant registrar as after provided. 

(4.) A society (other than a benevolent society or 
working men^s club) shall not be disentitled to registry 
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by reason of any rule for or practice of dividing any 
part of the funds thereof, if the rules thereof contain 
distinct provision for meeting all claims upon the 
society existing at the time of division^ before any 
such division takes place. 

(5.) No society assuring to any member a certain 
annuity shall be entitled to registry^ unless the tables 
of contributions for such assurance^ certified by the 
actuary to the Commissioners for the Reduction of the 
National Debt^ or by some actuary approved by the 
Treasury^ who has exercised the profession of actuary 
for at least five years^ be sent to the registrar with the 
application for registry. 

(6.) Societies carrying or intending to carry on 
business in more than one country shall be registered 
in the country in which their registered office, as 
herein mentioned, is situate ;* but copies of the rules 
of such societies, and of all amendments of the same, 
shall, when registered, be sent to the registrar of each 
of the other countries, to be recorded by him; and 
until such rules be so recorded the society shall not be 
entitled to any of the privileges of this Act in the 
country in which such rules have not been recorded^ 
and until such amendments of rules be recorded the 
same shall not take effect in such country. 

(7.) The registrar, on being satisfied that a society 
has complied with the provisions as to registry in force 
under this Act, shall issue to such society an acknow- 
ledgment of registry, which shall specify the desig- 
nation of the society, according to the classification 
herein set forth. 

(8.) If any registrar refuse to register the society or 
any rules, the society may appeal from such refusal, 
as follows :

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(a,) If the assistant-registrar for Ireland refuse to 
register, to the Court of Queen^s Bench at 
Dublin : 

{b.) If the assistant-registrar for Scotland refuse 
to register, to the Court of Session : 

(c.) If the central office or the chief registrar 
refuse to register, to the Court of Queen's 
Bench in England : 

(rf.) Either division of the Inner House of the 
Court of Session, the Court of Queen's 
Bench at Dublin, and the Judges of the 
Court of Queen's Bench in England re- 
spectively, may make rules or orders as to 
the form of appeals and the trying thereof, 
and otherwise relating thereto. 

(9.) If the refusal of registry be overruled on appeal, 
an acknowledgment of registry shall thereupon be 
given to the society by the registrar. 

(10.) The acknowledgment of registry shall be con- 
clusive evidence that the society therein mentioned is 
duly registered, unless it be proved that the registry 
of the society has been suspended or cancelled. 

12. Cancelling and suspension of registry. — ^With 
respect to the cancelling or suspension of registry the 
following provisions shall have eflFect : — 

(1.) The chief registrar, or in the case of societies 
registered and doing business in Ireland or Scotland 
exclusively, the assistant-registrar for Ireland or Scot- 
land respectively, may cancel the registry of a society 
by writing under his hand, — 

(a.) If he thinks fit, at the request of a society, 
to be evidenced in such manner as he shall 
from time to time direct : 
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(i.) With the approval of the Treasury, on proof 
to his satisfaction that an acknowledgment 
of registry has been obtained by fraud or 
mistake^ or that a society exists for an 
illegal purpose, or has wilfully and after 
notice from a registrar whom it may concern, 
violated any of the provisions of this Act, or 
has ceased to exist. 

(2.) The chief or assistant registrar, in any ease in 
which he might, with the approval of the Treasury, 
cancel the registry of a society, may suspend the same, 
by writing under his hand, for any term not ex- 
ceeding three months, and may, with the approval of 
the Treasury, renew such suspension from time to 
time for the like period. 

(3.) Not less than two months' previous notice in 
writing, specifying briefly the ground of any proposed 
cancelling or suspension of registry, shall be given by 
the chief or assistant registrar to a society before the 
registry of the same can be cancelled (except at its 
request) or suspended ; and notice of every cancelling 
or suspension shall be published in the Gazette,^ and 
in some newspaper circulating in the county in which 
the registered office of the society is situated, as soon 
as practicable after the same takes place. 

(4.) A society may appeal from the cancelling of 
its registry, or from any suspension of the same which 
is renewed after six months, in manner herein pro- 
vided for appeals from the chief registrar's or the 
registrar's refusal to register respectively.t 

(5.) A society whose registry has been suspended 
or cancelled shall from the time of such suspension

13. Rules and amendments, — With respect to the 
rules of societies the following provisions shall have 
effect : — 

(1.) The rules of every society sent for registry 
shall, according to the class in which the society is 
to be registered, contain provisions in respect of the 
several matters mentioned in the second schedule to 
this Act.t 

{2,) No amendment»of a rule made by a registered 
society shall be valid until the same has been regis- 
tered under this Act, J for which purpose copies of the 
same, signed by three members and the secretary, 
shall be sent to the registrar. 

(3.) The provision herein contained as to appeals 
from a refusal of registry shall apply to amendments 
of rules.§ 

(4.) The registrar shall, on being satisfied that any 
amendment of a rule is not contrary to the provisions

§ That is to say, the provisions of the 8th & 9th sub-sections of 
clause 11, pp. 50, 51. 
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of this Act^ issue to the society an acknowledgment 
of registry of the same, which shall be conclusive 
evidence that the same is duly registered. 

(5.) A copy of the rules of a registered society shall 
be delivered by the society to every person on demand, 
on payment of a sum not exceeding one shilling. 

(6.) If any person, with intent to mislead or 
de&aud, gives to any other person a copy of any 
rules, laws, regulations, or other documents, other 
than the rules for the time being registered under 
this Act, on the pretence that the same are existing 
rules of a registered society, or that there are no 
other rules of such society, or gives to any person a 
copy of any rules on the pretence that such rules are 
the rules of a registered society when the society is 
not registered, the person so offending shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

14. Duties and obligations of societies. — With re- 
spect to the duties and obligations of registered societies 
the following provisions shall have effect : — 

(1.) Every registered society shall — 

(a.) Have a registered oflSce to which all com- 
munications and notices may be addressed, 
and send to the registrar notice of the 
situation of such office, and of every change 
therein : 

(6.) From time to time at some meeting of the 
society, and by a resolution of a majority 
of the members present and entitled to 
vote thereat, appoint one or more trustees 
of the society, and send to the registrar a 
copy of evei-y resolution appointing a trustee, 
signed by the trustee so appointed, and by 
the secretary of the society : 
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(c.) Once at least in every year submit its accounts 
for audit either to one of the public auditors 
appointed as herein mentioned^* or to two or 
more persons appointed as the rules of the 
society provide, which auditors shall have 
access to all the books and accounts of the 
society, and shall examine the general state- 
ment of the receipts and expenditure, funds 
and effects of the society, .and verify the same 
with the accounts and vouchers relating 
thereto, and shall either sign the same as 
found by them to be correct, duly vouched, 
and in accordance with law, or specially 
report to the society in what respects they 
find it incorrect, unvouched, or not in 
accordance with law : 

(rf.) Once in every year before the first day of 
June send to the registrar a general state- 
ment (to be called the annual return) of the 
receipts and expenditure, funds and effects 
of the society as audited, which shall show 
separately the expenditure in respect of the 
several objects of the societj^, and shall be 
made out to the thirty-first December then 
last inclusively, and a copy of the auditors' 
report, if any, shall also be sent to the 
registrar with such general statement ; and 
such annual return shall state whether the 
audit has been conducted by a public 
auditor appointed as in this Act provided,

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and by whom; and, if by any person or 
persons other than a public auditor, shall 
state the name, address, and calling or pro- 
fession of each of such persons, and the 
manner in which and the authority under 
which they were respectively appointed : 

(e,) Within six months after the thirty-first day 
of December one thousand eight hundred 
and seventy-five, and so again within six 
months after the expiration of every five 
years succeeding, send to the registrar a 
return (to be called the quinquennial return) 
of the sickness and mortality experienced 
by the society during the five years pre- 
ceding the 31st December then last past; 
an abstract of which returns shall be laid 
before Parliament : 

(/.) Once at least in the five years next after the 
commencement of this Act, or the registry 
of the society, and so again within six 
months after the expiration of every five 
years succeeding the date of the first valua- 
tion under this Act, either cause its assets 
and liabilities to be valued by a valuer to 
be appointed by the society, and send to the 
registrar a report, signed by such valuer, 
and which shall also state his address and 
calling or profession, on the condition of the 
society, and an abstract to be made by him 
of the results of his valuation, together with 
a return containing such information with 
respect to the benefits assured and contribu- 
tions receivable by the society, and of its funds 
and effects, debts and credits, as the registrar 
may from time to time require, or send to 
the registrar a return of the benefits assured 
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and contribations receivable from all the 
members of the society, and of all its funds 
and effects, debts and credits, accompanied 
by such evidence in support thereof as the 
chief registrar prescribes, in which case the 
registrar shall cause the assets and liabilities 
of the society to be valued and reported on 
by some actuary, and shall send to the 
society a copy of his report, and an abstract 
of the results of his valuation : 

{ff.) Allow any member or person having an 
interest in the funds of the society to in- 
spect the books at all reasonable hours at 
the registered oflSce of the society, or at any 
place where the same are kept, except that 
no such member or person, unless he be an 
officer of the society, or be specially authorized 
by a resolution of the society to do so, shall 
have the right to inspect the loan account of 
any other member without the written con- 
sent of such member : 

(A.) Supply gratuitously every member or person 
interested in the funds of the society, on his 
application, with a copy of the last annua! 
return of the society for the time being : 

(f.) Keep a copy of the last annual balance-sheet 
for the time being, and of the last quin- 
quennial valuation for t^e time being, to- 
gether with the report of the auditors, if 
any, always hung up in a conspicuous place 
at the registered office of the society. 

(2.) No society shall pay any sum of money upon 
the death of a member or other person whose death 
is or ought to be entered in any register of deaths, 
except upon the production of a certificate of such 

E 
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death, under the hand of the registrar of deaths, or 
other person having the care of the register of deaths 
in which such dee^th is or ought to be entered. 

(3.) It shall be an offence under this Act * if any- 
registered society — 

(fl.) Fails to give any notice, send any return or 
document, or do or allow to be done any act 
or thing which the society is by this Act 
required to give, send, do, or allow to be 
done : 

(6.) Wilfully neglects or refuses to do any act or 
to furnish any information required for the 
purposes of this Act by the chief or any other 
registrar or other person authorized under 
this Act, or does any act or thing forbidden 
by this Act: 

(c.) Makes a return or wilfully furnishes infor- 
mation in any respect false or insuflScient. 

(4.) Every offence by a society under this Act shall 
be deemed to have been also committed by every 
officer of the same bound by the rules thereof to fulfil 
any duty whereof such offence is a breach, or if there 
be no such officer, then by every member of the com- 
mittee of management of the same, unless such mem- 
ber be proved to have been ignorant of or to have 
attempted to prevent the commission of such offence ; 
and every default under this Act constituting an offence, 
if continued, constitutes a new offence in every week 
during which the same continues. 

(5.) Every annual, quinquennial, or other return, 
abstract of valuation, and other document required 
for the purposes of this Act shall be made in such

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form and shall contain such particulars as the chief 
registrar prescribes. 

(6.) All documents by this section required to be 
sent to the registrar shall be deposited with the rules 
of the societies to which the same respectively relate, 
and shall be registered or recorded by the registrar, 
with such observations thereon, if any, as the chief 
registrar shall direct : 

Provided that the chief registrar, with the approval 
of the Treasury, may dispense with the quinquennial 
return and with the valuation herein required in respect 
of societies to whose purposes or to the nature of 
whose operations he may deem the same inapplicable ; 
and may also dispense with the quinquennial return in 
cases where, at the request of a society, he may, by 
inspection of the books thereof through any person 
whom he appoints, obtain such information as he deems 
suflScient of the sickness and mortality experienced by 
the society; and the provisions herein contained in 
respect of the quinquennial return and valuation shall 
not apply to benevolent societies, working men's clubs, 
or cattle insurance societies, nor to specially authorized 
societies, unless it be so directed in the authority for 
registering the same. 

15. Privileges of societies, — Registered societies 
shall be entitled to the following privileges : — 

(1.) No society or meeting of a society shall be 
affected by any of the provisions of the Acts of the 
thirty-ninth George the Third, chapter seventy-nine, 
or the fifty-seventh George the Third, chapter nineteen,* 

* These Acts, the object of which was the suppression of societies 
established for seditious and treasonable purposes, made all bodies 
illegal the members of which took oaths, made declarations, or were 
subject to tests not authorized by law ; or which acted in 8eparat« or 

B % 
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if in such society or at such meeting no business is 
transacted other than that which directly and imme- 
diately relates to the objects of the society as declared 
in the registered rules thereof, but such society and 
all officers of the same shall, on request in writing by 
two justices of the peace, give full information to such 
justices of the nature, objects, proceedings, and prac- 
tices of the society, in default whereof the provisions 
of the Acts in this section referred to shall, so far as 
applicable, be in force in respect of such society.* 

(2.) Stamp duty shall not be chargeable upon any 
of the following documents : — 

(a.) Power, warrant, or letter of attorney, granted 
by any person as trustee for the transfer of 
any money of the society invested in liia 
name in the public funds : 

(i.) Order or receipt for money contributed to 
or received from the funds of the society by 
virtue of its rules or of this Act : 

(c.) Bond given to or on account of the society, 
or by the treasurer or other officer thereof : 

(rf.) Draft or order, or form of policy, or appoint- 
ment or revocation of appointment of agent, 
or other document required or authorized 
by this Act, or by the rules of the society. 

(3.) A member of a society (other than a bene- 
volent society or working men^s club), not being 
under the age of sixteeeu years, may, by writing 
under his hand delivered at or sent to the registered 

distinct branches, corresponding with each other, or appointing dele- 
gates or representatives to a central body.

office of the society, nominate any person, not being 
an officer or servant of the society, to whom any 
moneys payable by the society on the death of such 
member, not exceeding fifty pounds, shall be paid at 
his decease, and may from time to time revoke or 
vary such nomination by a writing under his hand 
similiarly delivered or sent; and on receiving satis- 
factory proof of the death of a nominator,* the society 
shall pay to the nominee the amount due to the 
deceased member, not exceeding the sum aforesaid. 

(4.) If any member of a society, entitled from the 
funds thereof to a sum not exceeding fifty pounds, 
dies intestate and without having made any nomina- 
tion under this Act which remains unrevoked at his 
death, such sum shall be payable, without letters of 
administration, to the person who appears to a majority 
of the trustees, upon such evidence as they may deem 
satisfactory, to be entitled by law to receive the same.f

The mode in 
which the nearness of kin to the intestate is determined is as fol- 
lows : — Taking the person whose position you wish to ascertain, count 
the steps up to the common ancestor of him and the intestate, and 
then count the steps downward to the latter. The sum of these steps 
shows the degree of )sindred on which the claimant stands to the 
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(5.) Whenever the society, after the decease of any 
member, pays any sum of money to the person who at 
the time appears to the trustees to be entitled under 

intestate. The lower the figare, the smaller the number of steps be- 
tween the intestate and the person wliose position in regard to him is 
in question, the nearer is the kinship. The following table exhibits in 
a convenient form the manner in which distribution takes place in a 
great number of in/stances : —

When any peraon^ being or having been a 
trustee of a society^ and whether appointed before or 
after the legal establishment thereof, in whose name 
any stock belonging to such society transferable at 
the Bank of England or Bank of Ireland is standing, 
either jointly with another or others, or solely, is 
absent from England or Ireland respectively,* or be- 
comes bankrupt, or files any petition or executes any 
deed for liquidation of his affairs by assignment or 
arrangement, or for composition with his creditors, or 
becomes a lunatic, or is dead, or has been removed 
from his office of trustee, or if it be unknown whether 
such person is living or dead, the chief registrar, on 
application in writing from the secretary and three 
members of the society, and on proof satisfactory to 
him, may direct the transfer of the stock into the 
names of any other persons as trustees for the society ; 
and such transfer shall be made by the surviving or 
continuing trustees, and if there be no such trustee, 
or if such trustees refuse or be unable to make such 
transfer, and the chief registrar so direct, then by 
the Accountant General or Deputy or Assistant 
Accountant General of the Bank of England or 
Bank of Ireland, as the case may be; and the 
Governors and Companies of the Bank of England 
and Bank of Ireland respectively are hereby in- 
demnified for anything done by them or any of their 
officers in pursuance of this provision against any claim 
or demand of any person injuriously ati'ected thereby.

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(7.) Upon the death, or bankruptcy, or insolvency 
of any officer of a society having in his possession 
by virtue of his office* any money or property belonging 
to the society, or if any execution, attachment, or 
other process be issued, or action or diligence raised 
against such officer or against his property, his heirs, 
executors, or administrators, or trustee in bankruptcy 
or insolvency, or the sheriff or other person executing 
such process, or the party using such action or dili- 
gence respectively shall, upon demand in writing of 
the trustees of the society, or any two of them, or 
any person authorized by the society, or by the com- 
mittee of management of the same, to make such 
demand, pay such money and deliver ovei such pio- 
perty to the trustees of the society in preference to 
any other debts or claims against the estate of such 
officer. 

Bankruptcy or insolvency in the present section in- 
cludes liquidation of a debtor's affairs by arrangement 
in England, eessio bonorum of a debtor in Scotland, 
and a petition for arrangement with creditors in Ire- 
land; and a trustee in bankruptcy or insolvency in- 
cludes an assignee iu Ireland and a judicial factor in 
Scotland. 

(8.) A person under the age of twenty-one but 
above the age of sixteen may be a member of a 

* Particular attention must be paid to these words, **by virtue of 
his office," because it is only, as will be seen, to money or property so 
received that the society will have a preferential claim in case of bank- 
ruptcy, &c.

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society, unless provision be made in the rules thereof 
to the contrary, and may, subject to the rules of the 
society, enjoy all the rights of a member (except as 
herein provided), and execute all instruments and give 
all acquittances necessary to be executed or given 
under the rules^ but shall not be a member of the 
committee of management, trustee, manager, or 
treasurer of the society.- 

Provided as follows : 

(a.) Societies and branches, consisting wholly of 
members of any age under sixteen years, 
but exceeding three years, may be allowed 
to register under' this Act, subject to such 
regulations as may be made in that behalf : 

(6.) No rule or practice in force at the com- 
mencement of this Act for the admission of 
members under sixteen years of age shall be 
deemed contrary to any express provision of 
this Act as respects any society already 
registered. 

(9.) For the purpose of this Act a certificate of the 
birth or death of any member of or person insured 
or to be insured with a registered friendly society 
shall be given under his hand by the registrar of births 
or deaths, or other person having the care of the regis- 
ter of births or deaths, in which such birth or death 
is entered, for a sum not exceeding one shilling, in 
place of all fees or payments in respect of the same, 
on application being made for the same in such form 
and under such regulations as shall be approved of by 
the registrar general of births, deaths, and marriages 
for England, Scotland, and Ireland respectively. 

(10.) A society may subscribe out of its funds to 
any hospital, infirmary, charitable or provident insti- 
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tution, any annual or other sum which may be neces- 
sary to secure to members of the society and their 
families the benefits of such hospital, infirmary, or 
other institution, according to its rules.* 

16- Propei'ty and funds of societies^ — With respect 
to the property and funds of registered societies, the 
following provisions shall have efiect : — 

(1.) The trustees, with the consent of the commit- 
tee of management or of a majority of the members 
of a society present and entitled to vote in general 
meeting, may from time to time invest the funds of 
such society, or any part thereof, to any amount in 
any of the following ways : — 

[a.) In the Post Office Savings Bank, or in any 
Savings Bank certified under the Act of 

1863 :t 

(b,) In the public funds : 

(c.) With the Commissioners for the Reduction 
of the National Debt as hereinafter pro- 
vided : 

(d.) In the purchase of land, or in the erection 
or alteration of offices or other buildings 
thereon : 

(e.) Upon any other security expressly directed 
by the rules of the society, not being per-

(2.) A society, or any branch of a society, may (if 
the rules thereof so provide) hold, purchase, or take on 
lease in the names of the trustees for the time being 
of such society or branch, in every county where it 
has an office, any land, and may sell, exchange, mort- 
gage, lease, or build upon the same (with power to 
alter and pull down buildings and again rebuild), and 
no purchaser, assignee, mortgagee, or tenant shall be 
bound to inquire as to the authority for any sale, ex- 
change, mortgage, or lease by the trustees, and the 
receipt of the trustees shall be a discharge for all 
moneys arising from or in connection^ with such sale, 
exchange, mortgage, or lease ; and for the purpose of 
this section no branch of a registered society need be 
separately registered : Provided that nothing herein 
contained shall authorize any benevolent society to hold 
land exceeding one acre in extent at any one time. 

(3.) All property belonging to a society, whether 
acquired before or after the same is registered, shall 
vest in the trustees for the time being of the society, 
for the use and benefit of the society and the mem- 
bers thereof,* and of all persons claiming through the 
members according to the rules of the society; and 
the property of any branch of a society shall vest in 
the trustees of such branch, or in the trustees of 
the society if the rules of the society so provide, for 
the use and benefit cither of the members of such 
branch and persons claiming through such members, 
or of the members of the society generally, and 
persons claiming through them, according to the rules 
of the society. 

(4.) Upon the death, resignation, or removal of a 
trustee, whether of a socivity or b:anch, the property 
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vested in such trustee vests in the succeeding trustees 
of such society or branch either solely or together 
with any surviving or continuing trustees, and until 
the appointment of succeeding trustees in such sur- 
viving or continuing trustees only, or in the executors 
or administrators of the last surviving or continuing 
trustee, as personal estate (whether the same be real 
or personal), subject to the same trusts, without 
conveyance or assignment, except that stocks and 
securities in the public funds of Great Britain and 
Ireland shall be transferred into the names of the 
succeeding trustees, either solely or jointly with any 
surviving or continuing trustees.* 

(6.) In all legal proceedings whatsoever concerning 
any such property the same shall be stated to be 
the property of the trustees for the time being in 
their proper names as trustees for the society or 
branch (as the case may be) without further descrip- 
tion. 

(6.) Where a society is entitled in equity to any 
hereditaments of copyhold or customary tenure, either 
absolutely or by way of mortgage or security, the lord 
of the manor of which the same arc held shall from 
time to time, if the society so require, admit the 
trustees (not to exceed three) of such society as tenants 
in respect of such hereditaments, on payment of the 
usual fines, fees, and other dues payable on the 
admission of a single tenant. 

(7.) A receipt under the hands of the trustees, 
countersigned by the secretary, in the form contained 
in the third schedule to this Act, or in any form 
specified by the rules of the society or any schedule

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thereto, for all moneys secured to the society by any 
mortgage or other assurance, such receipt being en- 
dorsed upon or annexed to such mortgage or other 
assurance, vacates the same, and vests the property 
therein comprised in the person entitled to the equity 
of redemption of the saaie, without reconveyance or 
resurrender; but this provision does not apply to 
Scotland or to the Island of Jersey. 

(8.) If such mortgage or other assurance has been 
registered under any Act for the registration or record 
of deeds or titles, or is of copyholds or lands of 
customary tenure and entered on any court rolls, the 
registrar under such Act, or recording ofl&cer, or 
steward of the manor, or keeper of the register, shall 
on production of such receipt, verified by oath of any 
pctrson, enter satisfaction on the register or on the 
court rolls respectively of such mortgage or of the 
charge made by such assurance, and shall grant a 
certiHcate, either upon such mortgage or assurance, or 
separately to the like efl'ect. which certificate shall be 
received in evidence in all courts and proceedings 
without further proof, and such registrar, recording 
officer, steward, or keeper of the register is entitled 
to a fee of two shillings and sixpence for making the 
said entry and granting the said certificate, ftnd such 
fee shall in Ireland be paid by stamps, and applied as 
the other fees of the Eegistry of Deeds Office and 
Record of Title Office are by law directed to be paid 
and applied. 

(9.) If any person obtains possession by false 
representation or imposition of any property of a 
society, or having the same in his possession withholds 
or misapplies the same, or wilfully applies any part 
thereof to purposes other than those expressed or 
directed in the rules of the society and authorized by 
this Act, he shall, on the complaint of the society, or 
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of any member authorized by the society, or the 
trustees or committee of management of the same, 
or by the central office, or of the chief rep;istrar or 
any assistant-registrar by his authority, be liable on 
summary conviction to a penalty not exceeding twenty 
])ounds and costs, and to be ordered to deliver up all 
such property, or to repay all moneys applied im- 
properly, and in default of such delivery or repayment, 
or of the payment of such penalty and costs aforesaid, 
to be imprisoned, with or without hard labour, for any 
time not exceeding three months; but nothing herein 
contained prevents any such person from being pro- 
ceeded against by way of indictment, if not previously 
convicted of the same oflFence under the provisions of 
this Act. 

(10.) Trustees of a society are not liable to make 
good any deficiency in the funds of such society, but 
are liable only for moneys actually received by them 
respectively on account of such society. 

17. Investments with National Debt Commission- 
ers. — With respect to the investment of funds with 
the Commissioners for the Reduction of the National 
Debt, the following provisions shall have effect : — 

1. The society may pay to the account of the 

Commissioners at the Bank of England or 
Ireland any sum of money not less than fifty 
pounds upon a declaration of the trustees of 
the society, or any two of them, that such 
moneys belong exclusively to the society : 

2. The cashier of the bank shall receive all such 

moneys and place the same to the account of 
the Commissioners in the book of the bank 
named "The Fund for Friendly Societies:^' 

3. All moneys paid in upon a false declaration 
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shall be forfeited to the Commissioners, and 
applied by them in the manner directed by 
the twenty-sixth and twenty-seventh Victoria, 
chapter eighty-seven, section thirty-eight :* 

4. The provisions of the twenty-sixth and twenty- 

seventh Victoria, chapter eighty-seven, sec- 
tions twenty-one (except so far as the same 
may be repealed by any Act to be passed 
in this session of Parliament), twenty-two, 
twenty-four, twenty-five, twenty-six, twenty- 
seven, and twenty-eight, as to the regula- 
tion of receipts, certificates, and orders, shall 
apply to moneys paid under this section :f 

5. The society shall be entitled to a receipt bear- 

ing interest at the rate of twopence per 
centum per diem : 

6. Provided that a friendly society legally estab- 

lished before the twehty-eighth day of July 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty- 
eight, v»hich has invested any part of its 
funds with the Commissioners before the 
twenty-third day of July one thousand eight 
hundred and fifty-five, shall be entitled for 
any further investment made on account of 
any assurance made before the fifteenth day 
of August one thousand eight hundred and 
fift)', to a receipt bearing interest at the rate 
of threepence per centum per diem : 
7. And provided that a friendly society legally 
established between the twenty-eighth day 
of July one thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-eight, and the fifteenth day of August

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one thousand eight hundred and fifty, which 
has invested any part of its funds with the 
Commissioners before the twenty-third day 
of July one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-five, shall be entitled for any further 
investment made on account of any assur- 
ance made before the fifteenth day of August 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty, to a 
receipt bearing Interest at the rate of two- 
pence halfpenny per centum per diem : 

8. A society withdrawing money invested with 

the Commissioners shall not be entitled to 
make any further deposit without their con- 
sent : 

9. Every society investing money with the Com- 

missioners shall furnish from time to time 
such returns as may be required by the Com- 
missioners, in respect of the funds deposited 
with them, and the assurances to which such 
funds relate : 

10. A society having funds invested with the 

Commissioners at the rates of threepence or 
twopence halfpenny per centum per diem^ 
shall retain at such rates so much only of 
its funds as arises from assurances made 
before the fifteenth day of August one 
thousand eight hundred and fifty, after 
deducting all benefit payments and manage- 
ment expenses incurred on account of such 
assurances ; and whenever the society fails 
to satisfy the Commissioners of its title to 
retain at either such rate the whole or any 
part of its funds, the Commissioners shall 
require the withdrawal of such funds or the 
transfer of the same to the rate of twopence 
per centum per diem, and, in default of 

F 
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withdrawal within thirty days, shall transfer 
the same in their books accordingly, and 
shall notify such transfer to the society : 
11. Whenever it shall appear to the Commis- 
sioners that all the members of a society 
assured before the fifteenth day of August 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty have 
died <Jr ceased to be members, the Commis- 
sioners shall forthwith transfer in their books 
to the rate of twopence per centum per 
diem all funds of the society remaining in- 
vested at any higher rate, and shall notify 
the same to the society. 

18< Loans to members, — With respect to loans to 
members of registered societies, the following provi- 
sions shall have effect : — 

(1.) Not more than one-half of the amount of an 
assurance on the life of a member of at least one full 
year's standing may be advanced to him, on the written 
security of himself and two satisfactory sureties for 
repayment ; and the amount advanced, with all interest 
thereon, may be deducted from the sum assured, with- 
out prejudice in the meantime to the operation of such 
security. 

(2.) A society may, out of any separate loan fund to 
be formed by contributions or deposits of its members, 
make loans to its members on their personal security, 
with or without sureties, as may be provided by the 
rules, subject to the following restrictions : — 

(fl.) No loan can at any time be made out of 
moneys contributed for the other purposes 
of the society : 

{b,) No member shall be capable of holding 
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any interest in the loan fund exceeding two 
hundred pounds : 

(c.) No society shall make any loan to a member 
on personal security beyond the amount 
fixed by the rules, or shall make any loan 
which, together with any moneys for the 
time being owing by a member to the 
society, shall exceed fifty pounds: 

(rf.) No society shall hold at any one time on 
deposit from its members any moneys beyond 
the amount fixed by the rules, which shall 
not exceed two-thirds of the total sums for 
the time being owing to the society by the 
members who have borrowed from the loan 
fund. 

19. Accumulating surplus of contributions for mew,' 
ber's use. — The rules of a society may provide for 
accumulating at interest, for the use of any member of 
the same, any surplus of his contributions to the funds 
of the society which may remain after providing for 
any assurance in respect of which the same are paid, 
and for the withdrawal of such accumulations from 
time to time. 

20. Officers in receipt or charge of money. — With 
respect to officers of registered societies having receipt 
or charge of money, the following provisions shall have 
effect : — 

(1.) Every officer, if the rules of the society require, 
shall, before taking upon himself the execution of his 
office, become bound with one sufficient surety at the 
least in a bond according to one of the forms set forth 
in the third schedule to this Act, or give the security 
of a guarantee society, in such sum as the society 
directs, conditioned for his rendering a just and true 

F 2 
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account of all moneys received and paid by him on 
account of the society at such times as its rules appoint^ 
or as the society or the trustees or committee of man- 
agement thereof require him to do so, and for the 
payment by him of all sums due from him to the 
society. 

(2.) Eveiy officer, his executors or administrators, 
shall, at such times as by the rules of the society he 
should render account, or upon demand made, or notice 
in writing given or left at his last or usual place of re- 
sidence, give in his account as may be required by the 
society, or by the trustees or committee of manage- 
ment of the society, to be examined and allowed or dis- 
allowed by them, and shall, on the like demand or 
notice, pay over all moneys and deliver all property for 
the time being in his hands or custody to such person 
as the society, or the committee of management, or the 
trustees appoint; and in case of any neglect or re- 
fusal to deliver such account, or to pay over such 
moneys, or to deliver such property in manner afore- 
said, the trustees or authorized officers of the societv 
may sue upon the bond or security before mentiojied, 
or may apply to the county court (which may proceed 
in a summary way), or to a court of summary jurisdic- 
tion, and the order of either such court shall be final 
and conclusive.* 

21. Legal proceedings. — With respect to legal pro- 
ceedings against registered societies, the following pro- 
isions shall have effect :— 

(1.) The trustees of any society or branch, or any 
other officers authorized by the rules thereof, may

bring or defend, or cause to be brought or defended, 
any action, suit, or other legal proceeding in any court 
whatsoever, touching or concerning any property, right, 
or claim of the society or branch, as the case may be, 
and shall sue and be sued, implead and be impleaded, 
in their proper names, without other description than 
the title of their office. 

(2.) In legal proceedings which may be brought 
under this Act by a member or person claiming through 
a member, the society may also be sued in the name, 
as defendant, of any officer or person who receives 
contributions or issues policies on behalf of the society 
within the jurisdiction of the court in which the legal 
proceeding is brought, with the addition of the words 
" on behalf of the society '' (naming the same). 

(3.) No legal proceeding shall abate or be discon- 
tinued by the death, resignation, or removal from office 
of any officer, or by any act of such officer, after the 
commencement of the proceedings. 

(4.) The summons, writ, process, or other proceed- 
ing to be issued to or against the officer or other person 
sued on behalf of a society shall be sufficiently served 
by personally serving such officer or other person, or 
by leaving a true copy thereof at the registered office 
of the society, or at any place of business of the 
society within the jurisdiction of the court in which 
the proceeding is brought, or, if such office or place of 
business be closed, by posting such copy on the outer 
door of the same ; but in all cases where the said sum- 
mons, writ, process, or other proceeding shall not be 
served by means of such personal service or by leaving 
a true copy thereof at the registered office of the 
society, a copy thereof shall be transmitted addressed 
to 'the committee of management at the registered 
office of the society, and the same shall be enclosed in 
a registered letter posted at least six days before any 
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further step shall be taken on such summons^ writ^ 
process, or other proceeding. 

22, Disputes.— Every dispute between a member or 
person claiming through a member or under the rules 
of a registered society, and the society or an officer 
thereof, shall be decided in manner directed by the 
rules of the society,* and the decision so made shall be 
binding and conclusive on all parties without appeal, 
and shall not be removable into any court of law or 
restrainable by injunction ; and application for the 
enforcement thereof may be made to the county court.f 

Provided as follows : — 

(a.) The parties to a dispute in a society may, by 
consent (unless (he rules of such society 
expressly forbid it), refer such dispute to the 
chief registrar, or to the assistant-registrar 
in Ireland or Scotland, who shall, with the 
consent of the Treasury, either by himself 
or by any other registrar, hear and determine 
such dispute, and shall have power to order 
the expenses, of determining the same to be 
paid either out of the funds of the society or 
by such parties to the dispute as he shall 
think fit, and such determination and order

(6.) The chief or other registrar to whom any dis- 
pute is referred may administer oaths, and 
may require the attendance of all parties 
concerned, and of witnesses, and the pro- 
duction of all books and documents relating 
to the matter in question ; and any person 
refusing to attend, or to produce any docu- 
ments, or to give evidence before such chief 
or other registrar, shall be guilty of an 
offence under this Act : 

(c.) Where the rules of a society direct that dis- 
putes shall be referred to justices, the dispute 
shall be determined by a court of summary 
jurisdiction:* 

Provided that in every case of dispute 
cognizable under the rules of a society by a 
court of summary jurisdiction, it shall be 
lawful for the parties thereto to enter into a 
consent referring such dispute to the county 
court, which may hear and determine the 
• matter in dispute : 

{d.) Where the rules contain no direction as to 
disputes, or where no decision is made on a 
dispute within forty days after application 
to the society for a reference under its rules, 
the member or person aggrieved may apply 
either to the county court, or to a court of 
summary jurisdiction, which may hear and 
determine the matter in dispute : 

(e.) The court, chief or other registrar, may, at 
the request of either party, state a case for

the chief registrar, or the assistant-registrar for Scot- 
sind or Ireland, or in cases of societies registered and 
duing business exclusively in Ireland or in Scotland 
the assistant-registrars for Ireland and Scotland respec- 
tively, but with the consent of the Treasury in every 
case, may — 

(1.) Appoint one or more inspectors to examine into 
the afi^irs of such society, and to report thereon, who 
may require the production of all or any of the books 
and documents of the society, and may examine on 
oath its officers, members, agents, and servants in rela- 
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tion to its business^ and may administer such oath 
accordingly : 

('2.) Call a special meeting of the society in such 
manner and at such time and place as the chief regis- 
trar or such assistant-registrar may direct, and may 
direct what matters shall be discussed and determined 
on at such meetings which shall have all the powers uf 
a meeting called according to the rules of the society, 
and shall in all cases have power to appoint its own 
chairman, any rule of the society to the contrary not- 
withstanding. 

Provided that — 

(a,) The application herein mentioned shall be 
supported by such evidence^ fur the purpose 
of showing that the applicants have good 
reason for requiring such inspection to be 
made or meeting to be called, and that they 
are not actuated by malicious motives in 
their application, and such notice thereof 
shall be giv'en to the society, as the chief 
registrar shall direct : 

(i.) The chief registrar or such assistant-registrar 
may^ if he think fit^ require the applicants to 
give security for the costs of the proposed 
inspection or meeting, before appointing any 
inspector or calling such meeting : 

(c.) All expenses of and incidental to any such 
inspection or meeting shall be defrayed 
either by the members applying for the 
same, or out of the funds of the society, as 
the chief or such assistant registrar shall 
direct :* 

* The registrar will, of coure, be governed in making an order as to 
costs by the circumstance of the inquiry having turned out to be (1) 
necessary or beneficial, or (2) the reverse. In the former case, the 
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(rf.) This sectioD shall not apply to a society with 
branches,* unless with the consent of the 
central body of such society. 

24. Special resolutions, and proceedinffs which may 
be taken thereon, — With respect to special resolutions 
by registered societies, and to the proceedings which 
may be taken by virtue thereof, the following pro- 
visions shall have effect : — 

(1.) A special resolution is one which is passed by 
a majority of not less than three- fourths of such 
members of a society for the time being entitled under 
the rules to vote as may be present in person or by 
proxy (where the rules allow proxies) at any general 
meeting of which " notice specifying the intention to 
propose such resolutions has been duly given according 
to the rules, and which resolution is confirmed by a 
majority of such members for the time being entitled 
under the rules to vote as may be present, in person 
or by proxy,t at a subsequent general meeting of which 

society would have to bear the costs, or, at all events, such portion of 
them as were properly incurred ; in the latter, the complainant would 
have to bear the costs, with the exception, probably, of any that ma^ 
have been needlessly incurred through the fault of the society or its 
managers.

A society may, by special resolution, with the 
approval in writing of the chief registrar, or in the 
case of societies registered and doing business exclu- 
sively in Ireland or Scotland the assistant-registrar for 
Ireland or Scotland respectively, change its name ; but 
no such change shall affect any right or obligation of 
the society, or of any member thereof, and any pending 
legal proceedings may be continued by or against the 
trustees of the society, or any other officer who may 
sue or be sued on behalf of such society, notwithstand- 
ing its new name. 

(3.) Any two or more societies may, by special 
resolution of both or all such societies, become amal- 
gamated together as one society, with or without any 
dissolution or division of the funds of such societies 
or either of them ; and any society may, by special 
resolution, transfer its engagements to any other 
registered society which may undertake to fulfil the 
engagements of such society. 

(4.) A society may by special resolution determine 
to convert itself into a company under the Companies 
Acts, or to amalgamate with or transfer its engage- 
ments to any such company. . 

instrument is executed. (3) Every person who makes or executes, or 
votes, or attempts to vote, under or by means of any such letter or 
power of attorney or voting paper not being duly stumped, shall forfeit 
the sum of £60. (4) Every vote given or tendered under the autho- 
rity, or l»y means of any such letter or power of attorney or voting 
paper not being duly stamped, shall be absulutely null and void. (5) 
And no such letter or power of attorney or voting paper shall, on any 
pretence whatever, be stamped after the execution thereof by any. 
person." 
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(5.) No amalgamatioa or transfer of engagements 
shall prejudice any right of a creditor of either or any 
society party thereto. 

(6.) A copy of every special resolution for any of 
the purposes mentioned in this section, signed by the 
chairman of the meeting and countersigned by the 
secretary, shall be sent to the central office and 
legistered there, and until such copy is so registered 
such special resolution shall not take effect. 

(7.) If a special resolution for converting a society 
into a company contains the particulars by the Com- 
panies Act, 1862,* required to be contained in the 
memorandum of association of a company, and a copy 
thereof has been registered at the central office, a copy 
of such resolution under the seal or stamp of the 
central office shall have the same effect as a memo- 
randum of association duly signed and attested under 
the said Act.f 

(8.) If a society be registered as, or amalgamates 
with, or transfers all its engagements to a company, 
the registry of such society under this Act thereupon 
becomes void, and the same shall be cancelled by the 
chief registrar or by the assistant- registrar for Scot- 
land or Ireland under his direction; but the registra- 
tion of a society as a company shall not affect any 
right or claim for the time being subsisting against 
such society, or any penalty for the time being incurred 
by such society ; and for the purpose of enforcing any 
such right, claim, or penalty, the society may be sued

No special resolution by any society for any 
amalgamation or transfer of engagements 
under this section is valid unless five-sixths 
in value (to be calculated as for dissolution)"*^ 
of the members assent thereto either at the 
meetings at which such resolution is passed 
and confirmed, or one of them, or in writing, 
if such members were not present thereat, 
nor without the written consent of every 
person for the time being receiving or 
entitled to any relief, annuity, or other 
benefit from the funds of the society, unless 
the claim of such person be first duly satis- 
fied, or adequate provision be made for 
satisfying such claim : 

{b.) The provisions hereinafter contained in case 
of dissolution as to the punishment of ofiicers 
and the remedy of members or persons dis- 
satisfied with the provision made for satisfy- 
ing their claims, shall apply to the case of 
amalgamation and transfer of engagements :t 

(c.) Upon application of the trustees or committee 
of management of a society desiring to amal- 
gamate or transfer its engagements, notice

25. Dissolution of societies, — With respect to the 
dissolution of registered societies, the following pro- 
visions shall have effect : — 

[},) A society may terminate or be dissolved in any 
of the following ways : — - 

[o.) Upon the happening of any event declared by 
the rules to be the twmination of the society : 

{b.) As respects all societies other than friendly 
societies, by the consent of three-fourths of 
the members, testified bv their sii::natures to 
the instrument of dissolution : 

(c.) As respects friendly societies, by the consent 
of five-sixths in value of the members (in- 
cluding honorary members, if any), testified 
by their signatures to the instrument of dis- 
solution, and also by the written consent of 
every person for the time being receiving or 
entitled to receive any relief, annuity, or other 
benefit from the funds of the society, unless 
the claim of such person be first duly satisfied,

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or adequate provision made for satisfying 
such claim, and in the case of a branch so- 
ciety with the consent of the central body 
of the society, or in accordance with the 
general rules of the society : 
(d.) By the award of the chief registrar or assist- 
ant-registrars in the cases herein specified.* 

(2.) The instrument of dissolution shall set forth — 

{a) The liabilities and assets of the society in 
detail : 

(5.) The number of members and the nature of 
their interests in the society respectively : 

(c.) The claims of creditors (if any), and the pro- 
vision to be made for their payment : 

{d.) The intended appropriation or division of the 
funds and property of the society, unless the 
same be stated in the instrument of dissolu- 
tion to be left to the award of the chief 
registrar. 

(3.) Alterations in the instrument of dissolution 
may be made with the like consents as hereinbefore 
provided, testified in the same manner. 

(4.) A statutory declaration shall be made by one of 
the trustees, or by three members and the secretary of 
the society, that the provisions of this Act have been 
complied with, and shall be sent to the registrar with 
the instrument of dissolution ; and any person know- 
ingly making a false or fraudulent declaration in the 
matter shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

(5.) The instrument of dissolution and all altera- 
tions therein shall be registered in manner herein pro- 
vided for the registry of rules, and shall be bindin 
upon all the members of the society.

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(6.) The registrar shall cause a notice of the dissolu- 
tion to be advertised at the expense of the society in 
the manner provided by this Act for advertising an 
award of the registrar for dissohition ;* and unless with- 
in three months from the date of the Gazettef in which 
such advertisement appears^ a member or other person 
interested in or having any claim on the funds of the 
society commences proceedings to set aside the disso- 
lution of the society, and such dissolution is set aside 
accordingly^ the society shall be legally dissolved from 
the date of such advertisement, and the requisite con- 
sents to the instrument of dissolution shall be con- 
sidercd to have been duly obtained without proof of 
the signatures thereto. 

(7.) As respects friendly societies — 

(flr.) The value of members shall be ascertained by 
giving one vote to every member, and an ad- 
ditional vote for every five years that he has 
been a member, but to no one member more 
than five votes in the whole : 

(A.) No instrument of dissolution shall direct or 
contain any provision for a division or appro- 
priation of the funds of the society, or any 
part thereof, otherwise than for the purpose 
of carrying into effect the objects of the so- 
ciety as declared in the rules thereof for the 
time being, unless the claim of every mem- 
ber or person claiming any relief, annuity, 
or other benefit from the funds thereof be 
first duly satisfied, or adequate provision be 
made for satisfying such claim :

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(c.) Any officer or person aiding or abetting in 
the dissolution of a society, otherwise than 
as in this Act provided, shall, on summary 
conviction, be liable to be committed to the 
common gaol or house of correction, there 
to be kept to hard labour for any terra not 
exceeding three months : 

(rf.) If any member of a dissolved society, or 
person claiming any relief, annuity, or other 
benefit from the funds thereof, be dissatisfied 
with the provision made for satisfying his 
claim, such member or other person may 
apply to the county court of the district 
within which the chief or any other place of 
business of the society is situate for relief or 
other order, and such court shall have the 
same powers in the matter as in regard to 
the settlement of disputes under this Act.* 

(8.) With respect to dissolutions and the distribu* 
lion of funds upon the award of the chief registrar : 

(a.) Upon the application of one -fifth of the 
whole number of members of any registered 
society, or of one hundred members in the 
case of a society of one thousand members 
and not exceeding ten thousand, or of five 
hundred members in the case of a society of 
more than ten thousand members, made in 
writing under their hands, setting forth that 
the funds of the society are insufficient to 
meet the existing claims thereon, or that the 
rates of contribution fixed in the rules of 
such society are insufficient to cover the 
benefits assured, and the grounds upon

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which such insufficiency is alleged, and re- 
questing an investigation into the aflFairs of 
such society with a view to the dissolution 
thereof, the chief registrar may by himself, or 
by any assistant-registrar, or by any actuary 
or public auditor whom the chief registrar 
may appoint in writing under his hand, in- 
vestigate the a£Pairs of the society, giving 
nevertheless not less than two months' pre- 
vious notice in writing to the society whose 
aflFairs are to be investigated at the registered 
office of such society : 

(J.) If upon such investigation it appears that 
the funds of the society are insufficient to 
meet the existing claims thereon, or that 
the rates of contribution fixed in the rules 
of the society are insufficient to cover the 
benefits assured to be given by the same, the 
chief registrar may, if he considers it expe- 
dient so to do, award that the society shall 
be dissolved, and its affairs wound up, and 
shall direct in what manner the assets of 
the society shall be divided or appropriated : 
Provided always, that the chief registrar may 
suspend his award for such period as he may 
deem necessary to enable the society to make 
such alterations and adjustment of contri- 
butions and benefits as will in his judgment 
prevent the necessity of such award of dis- 
solution being made: 

(c.) A registrar proceeding under this section 
has all the same powers and authorities, 
enforceable by the same penalties, as in the 
case of a dispute referred to him under this 
Act:*

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(rf.) Every award under this or the last preceding 
section, whether for dissolution or distribu- 
tion of fands, is final and conclusive on the 
society in respect of which the same is made, 
and on all members of the same, and other 
persons having any claim on the funds of 
the society, without appeal, and shall be 
enforced in the same manner as a decision 
on a dispute under this Act; and the ex- 
penses of every investigation and award, and 
of publishing every notice of dissolution, 
shall be paid out of the funds of the society 
before any other appropriation thereof shall 
be made : 

{e,) Notice of every award for dissolution shall, 
within twenty-one days after the same shall 
have been made, be advertised by the central 
office in the Gazette, and in some newspaper 
circulating in the county in which the regis- 
tered office of the society is situated, and 
unless, within three months from the date 
of the Gazette in which such advertisement 
appears, a member or other person inter- 
ested in or having any claim on the funds 
of the society commences proceedings to set 
aside the dissolution of the society conse- 
quent upon sach award, and such dissolu- 
tion is set aside accordingly, the society 
shall be legally dissolved from the date of 
such advertisement, and the requisite 
consents to the application to the registrar 
shall be considered to have been duly 
obtained without proof of the signatures 
thereto. 

(9.) The provisions of the present section shall not 
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apply to any society having branches without the con« 
sent of the central body of such society, 

26. Militiamen and volunteers not to lose benefits. 
— No person, by reason of his enrolment or service in 
the militia or as a naval coa^t volunteer. Royal Naval 
volunteer, naval artillery volunteer, or in any corps of 
yeomanry or volunteers whatsoever, shall lose or forfeit 
any interest he possesses at the time of his being so 
enrolled or serving in any friendly society, registered 
or unregistered, or be fined for absence from or non- 
attendance at any meeting of the society, such absence 
or non-attendance being occasioned by the discharge 
of his military or naval duty as certified by his com- 
manding ofiScer, any rules of such society to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, and any dispute between any 
such society and such person by reason of such enrol- 
ment or service shall be decided by a court of sum- 
mary jurisdiction under this Act ;* but if the rules of 
a society certified before the twenty-third day of July 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five, and in force 
at the time of such enrolment or service, provide that 
a member shall be deprived of any benefit by reason 
of such enrolment or service, the society may require 
'of such member a contribution exceeding the rate of 
contribution otherwise payable by him to an amount 
not exceeding one-tenth of sach rate during the time 
such member shall be serving out of the United King- 
dom, or may suspend all claim of such member to any 
benefits assured by the society, and all claim of the 
soaiety to any contributions payable by such member,

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during the time only he may be serving out of the 
United Kingdom, but so that if he return to the 
United Kingdom he shall forthwith be replaced on the 
same footing as before he went abroad on service. 

27. Limitations of benefits. — No member of a regis- 
tered friendly society, nor any person claiming through 
a member, shall be entitled to receive more than two 
hundred pounds by way of gross sum, together with 
any bonuses or additions declared upon assurances not 
exceeding that amount, or (except as provided by sec- 
tion six of this Act), fifty pounds a year by way of 
annuity, from any one or more such societies; and any 
such society may require a member, or person claiming 
through a member, to make and sign a statutory decla- 
ration that the total amount to which such member or 
person is entitled from one or more such societies does 
not exceed the sums aforesaid ; and any person know- 
ingly making a false or fraudulent declaration in the 
matter shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

28. Payments on death of children. — With respect 
to payments on the death of children under ten years 
of age, the following provisions shall have effect : — 

(1.) No society shall insure or pay on the death of 
a child under five years of age any sum of money 
which, added to any amount payable on the death of 
such child by any other society, exceeds six pounds, or 
on the death of a child under ten years of age any sum 
of money which, added to any amount payable on the 
death of such child by any other society, exceeds ten 
pounds. 

(2.) No society shall pay any sum on the death of a 
child under ten years of age except to the parent of 
such child, or to the personal representative of such 



J 
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parent,* and upon the production by such parent or his 
personal representative of a certificate of death issued 
Dy the registrar of deaths, or other person having the 
care of the register of deaths, containing the particu- 
lars after mentioned. 

(3.) Whenever a certificate of the death of a child 
is applied for for the purpose of obtaining a sum of 
money from a society, the name of such society and the 
sum sought to be obtained therefrom shall be stated to 
the registrar of deaths, who shall write on or at the 
foot of such certificate the words "to be produced 
to the society" (naming the same), "said 

to be liable for payment of the sum of /." 

(stating the same), and all certificates of the same 
death shall be numbered in consecutive order, and the 
sum charged by the registrar of deaths for each such 
certificate shall not exceed one shilling. 

(4.) No registrar of deaths shall give any one or 
more certificates of death for the payment in the whole 
of any sum of money exceeding six pounds on the 
death of a child under five years, or for the payment 
in the whole of a sum exceeding ten pounds on the 
death of a child under ten years ; and no such certifi- 
cate shall be granted unless the cause of death has 
been previously entered in the register of deaths on 
the certificate of a coroner or of a registered medical 
practitioner who attended such deceased child during 
its last illness, or except upon the production of a cer- 
tificate of the probable cause of death under the hand 
of a registered medical practitioner, or of other satis- 
factory evidence of the same. 

(6.) Any society to which is produced a certificate 
of the death of a child which does not purport to be 
the first shall, before paying any money thereon, be

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bound to inquire whether any and what sums of money 
have been paid on the same death by any other society. 
(6.) It shall be an offence under this Act * — 

(a.) If any society pays money on the death of a 
child under ten years of age otherwise than 
is provided by this Act ; 

(J.) If any parent or personal representative of 
a parent claiming money on the death of a 
child produces any certificate of such death 
other than is herein provided to the society 
or societies from which the money is claimed, 
or produces a false certificate, or one fraudu- 
lently obtained, or in any way attempts to 
defeat the provisions of this Act with respect 
to payments upon the death of children. 

(7.) The word *^ society ^^ in the present section shall 
include all industrial assurance companies assuring the 
payment of money on the death of children under the 
age of ten years. 

(8.) No assurance made or to be made by any in- 
dustrial assurance company, of a sum of money payable 
on the death of a child under the age of ten years, 
which would be valid if eflFected with a registered 
society, shall be invalidated by reason of any provision 
contained in the Act of the fourteenth year of His late 
Majesty King George the Third, chapter forty-eight, 
for regulating insurances upon lives and for prohibiting 
all such insurances except in cases w herethe person 
insuring shall have an interest in the life of the per- 
sons insured. 

(9.) Provided that nothing in this section contained

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shall apply to insurances on the lives of children of 
any age, where the person insuring has an interest 
in the life of the person insured, or to existing con- 
tracts.* 

29. Societies with branches, — The provisions of the 
present section apply only to societies having branches : 

(I.) The application for registry shall be accom- 
panied with — 

(a.) A list of every branch, and of the place 
wherein the same is established : 

(6.) If any branch is to have trustees or officers 
authorized to sue and be sued on its behalf 
other than the trustees or officers authorized 
to sue and be sued on behalf of the society, 
a list of the names of all such trustees or 
officers, distinguishing the branches for which 
they are authorized to sue and be sued : 

(c.) If the rules of all the branches (herein called 
branch rules) are or are intended to be iden- 
tical, a statement to that effect, and copies of 
such rules : 

(d,) If the branch rules .are not, or are not in- 
tended to be, identical, a statement to that 
effect, and copies of all branch rules. 

(2.) A society having a fund under the control of a 
central body to which every branch is bound to con- 
tribute may be registered as a single society. 

• By interest must here be understood a "pecuniary" interest ; when 
there is such an interest, then an insurance to an equivalent amount 
may be made. But by the 48 Geo. III. c. 48, section 3, it is enacted, 
** that in all cases where the insured hath interest in such life or lives, 
event or events, no greater sum shall be recovered or received from the 
insurer or insurers than the amount or value of the insured in such 
life or Uves, or other event or events." 
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Where such society has branches in more than one 
country, the provision herein contained * as to the 
registry of societies doing business in more tlian one 
country shall apply to the society. 

(3.) Notice of the establishment of every new branch 
by a registered society, and of the place where the 
same is established, and if such branch is to have 
trustees or officers authorized to sue and be sued on 
its behalf other than the trustees or officers authorized 
to sue and be sued on behalf of the society, a list of 
the names of such trustees or officers, and a statement 
whether or not the rules of such branch are identical 
with those of the other branches of the society, and, 
if not so, a copy of the rules of such branch, shall be 
sent under the hand of the secretary to the registrar 
whom it may concern, 

(4.) Until a copy of the rules of a branch (in the 
case hereinbefore mentioned) has been registered in the 
country in which such branch is established, the society 
is not entitled to any of the privileges of this Act in 
respect of such branch, and until a copy of any amend* 
ment of the rules of a branch has been so registered the 
same does not take effect as respects such branch. 

(5.) The provisions of this Act as to appeals,t and 
the result thereof as to amendments of rules, as to 
the acknowledgment of registry, and the evidence of 
registry and of rules, apply to branch rules. J 

(6.) Where a society has no fund under the control 
of a central body to which every branch is bound to 
contribute, every branch is deemed to be and must be 
registered as a separate society, whether its rules arc 
identical with those of other branches or not.

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30. Societies receiving contributions by collectors.* 
— The provisions of the present section apply only to 
friendly societies and, except as after mentioned, in- 
dustrial assurance companies receiving contributions 
by means of collectors at a greater distance than ten 
miles from the registered office of the society. 

(1.) The society shall deliver to every person, on his 
becoming a member of or insuring with a society, a 
copy of the rules of the society, together with a printed 
policy signed by two of the committee or managers of 
the society and by the secretary, at a price not exceed- 
ing one penny for the rules and one penny for the 
policy ; in the case of a family enrolled in one book or 
card, one copy of rules and one family policy shall be 

sufficient.f 

(2.) No forfeiture is incurred by any member or 
person insured by reason of any default in paying any 
contribution, until after a written or printed notice has 
been delivered or sent by post, prepaid, to him, or left 
at his last known place of abode, by or on behalf of 
the society, stating the amount due by him, and ap- 
prizing him that in case of default of payment by him 
within a reasonable time, not being less than fourteen 
days, and at a place to be specified in such notice, his 
interest or benefit will be forfeited, and after default 
has been made by him in paying his contribution in 
accordance with such notice. 

(3.) No member of or person insured with any 
society can, unless in the case of an amalgamation,

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transfer of engagements, or conversion into a company 
under section twenty-four of this Act, or as respects 
an industrial assurance company of an amalgamation 
or transfer of business under the Life Assurance Com- 
panies Act, 1870, become or be made a member of, 
or be insured with, any other society without his 
written consent, or, in the case of an infant, without 
that of his father or other guardian ; and the society to 
which such member or person is sought to be trans- 
ferred shall, within seven days from his application for 
admission to the same, give notice thereof in writing 
to the society from which he is sought to be trans- 
ferred. 

The provisions of this sub-section shall apply to all 
friendly societies, whether registered under this Act or 
unregistered, and industrial assurance companies re- 
ceiving contributions by means of collectors. 

(4.) No collector, while he is such, is capable of 
being a member of the committee of management, or 
other governing body (by whatever name) of the society, 
or of holding any other office in the society, except 
that of superintending collectors within an area to be 
from time to time specified. 

(5.) No collector of a society is capable of voting at 
or taking part in the proceedings of any meeting of 
the same. 

(6.) At least one general meeting of the society 
shall be held in every year. 

(7.) Except where the day, hour, and place of an 
annual or other periodical meeting is fixed by the rules, 
notice of every general meeting shall be given by the 
society to the members by advertisement, to be pub- 
lished at least twice in two or more of the newspapers 
in general circulation in every county where the society 
carries on business, or shall be delivered in writing or 
sent by post, prepaid, to every member. Such notice 
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shall specify the day, hour, and place, and the objects 
of the meeting, and in case any amendment of a rule 
is intended to be proposed shall contain a copy of every 
such amendment ; and the society shall publish the 
last of such advertisements, or deliver or send such 
notice as aforesaid, at least fourteen days before the 
day appointed for such meeting, and shall during such 
fourteen days keep afiSxed a copy of such notice in 
legible characters in some conspicuous place in or out* 
side of every oflSce at which the business of the society 
is carried on. 

(8.) A copy of every balance-sheet of a society shall^ 
during the seven days next preceding the meeting at 
which the same is to be presented, be kept open by 
the society for inspection at every office at which the 
business of the society is carried on, and shall be de- 
livered oi* sent, prepaid, to every member on demand. 

(9.) The annual returns shall be certified by some 
person not an officer of the society (otherwise than as 
auditor thereof), carrying on publicly the business of 
an accountant, and if not so certified shall be deemed 
not to have been made. 

(10.) In all disputes between a society and any mem- 
ber or person insured, or any person claiming through 
a member or person insured,* or under the rules, such 
member or person may, notwithstanding any provisions 
of the rules of such society to the contrary, apply to 
the county court, or to the court of summary jurisdic- 
tion for the place where such member or other person 
resides, and such court may settle such dispute in 
manner herein provided. 

(11.) In proving service of any notice by this sec- 
tion authorized to be sent by post, it is sufficient to 
prove that such notice was properly directed, and was

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put^ as a prepaid letter, into the post office in such 
time as to admit of its being delivered in due course of 
delivery within the period (if any) prescribed for sending 
the same. 

(12.) It shall be an offence under this Act* — 

(a.) If any collector of a society to which this 
section applies becomes a member of the 
committee^ or holds any other office in the 
same (except as aforesaid), or if any member 
of the committee of management becomes a 
collector, or if any collector votes at or takes 
part in the proceedings of a general meet- 
ing: 

(b.) If any person attempts to transfer a member 
or person insured from one society to another 
without such written consent as herein men* 
tioned : 

(c.) If a society to which a member or person is 
sought to be transferred fails to give such 
notice as hereinbefore required. 

(13.) All the provisions of the present section apply 
to societies existing at the commencement of this Act, 
and shall be contained in the rules of all future societies 
to which this section applies ; and any act or omission 
Vrhich by virtue of this and any other section of this 
Act would be an offence on the part of a registered 
society shall be an offence on the part of any other 
society to which this Act applies, and of any officer of 
such society bound to fulfil the duty (if any) whereof 
such offence is a breach. 

The word "society" in the present section shall, 
except in provisions one, eight, and nine, include 
all industrial assurance companies, but nothing in the

with any such company^ the premiums in respect of 
which are receivable at greater periodical intervals than 
two months. 



31.-^5 to cattle insurance and certain other 
societies. — ^The provisions of the present section apply 
only to registered cattle insurance societies^ and to 
such specially authorized societies as the Treasury may 
allow to take the benefit of the present section : 

(1.) The rules bind the society and the members 
thereof^ and all persons claiming through them re- 
spectively, to the same extent as if each member had 
subscribed his name and affixed his seal thereto^ and 
there were in such rules contained a covenant on the 
part of himself, his heirs, executors^ and administra- 
tors, to conform to such rules, subject to the provisions 
of this Act. 

(2.) All moneys payable by a member to the society 
are deemed to be a debt due from such member to the 
society, and are recoverable as such in the county 
court of the district in which such member resides. 



32. Penalties. — ^With respect to penalties under 
this Act, the following provisions shall have effect : — 

(1.) If any person wilfully makes, orders, or allows 
to be made any entry, erasure in, or omission from any 
balance-sheet of a registered society, or any contribu- 
tion or collecting book, or any return or document 
required to be sent, produced, or delivered for the 
purposes of this Act, with intent to falsify the same, 
or to evade any of the provisions of this Act, he is 
liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty pounds, recover- 
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able at the suit of the chief or any assistant registrar 
or of any person aggrieved. 

(2.) Every society, oflScer or member of a society, 
or other person guilty of an offence under this Act for 
which no penalty is expressly provided herein is liable 
to a penalty of not less than one pound and not more 
than five pounds, recoverable at the suit of the chief or 
any assistant registrar or of any person aggrieved. 

(3.) All penalties imposed by this Act, or to be 
imposed by any regulations under the same, or by the 
rules of a registered society, are recoverable in a court 
of summary jurisdiction. 

33. Summary procedure and appeals. — With re- 
spect to summary procedure and appeals from orders 
or convictions thereon made, the following provisions 
shall have effect : — 

(1.) In England and Ireland respectively all offences 
and penalties under this Act may be prosecuted and 
recovered, in the manner directed by the Summary . 
Jurisdiction Acts,* as respects a prosecution against a 
society or its officers in the place where the registered 
office of 'the society is, or where the offence has been 
committed, or as respects any prosecution against any 
person other than a society or its officers in the place 
where such person is resident at the time of the insti- 
tution of such prosecution, or where the offence has 
been committed. 

(2.) In England and Ireland summary orders under 
this Act may be made and enforced on complaint 
before a court of summary jurisdiction in the manner 
provided by the Summary Jurisdiction Acts.f

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(3.) The court of summary jurisdictiou^ when hear-

(a,) All offences and penalties under this Act may 
be prosecuted and recovered by the procura- 
tor fiscal of the county in the Sheriff Court, 
under the provisions of the Suramaiy Pi-o- 
cedure Act, 1864 : 

(6.) Suirimary orders may be made and enforced 
on complaint in the Sheriff Court : 

(c.) All penalties may be enforced in default of 
payment by imprisonment for a term to be 
specified in the order or conviction, but not 
exceeding three months : 

{d.) All penalties recovered shall be paid to the

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sheriff clerk^ and by him accounted for and 
paid to the Queen's and Lord Treasurer's 
Remembrancer on behalf of the Crown :

(5.) In any information or complaint under this 
Act it is sufficient to describe the offence in the words 
of this Act, and no exception, exemption, proviso, 
excuse, or qualification accompanying the description 
of the offence in this Act need be specified or nega- 
tived. 

(6). In England or Ireland any party may appeal 
from any order or conviction made by a court of 
summary jurisdiction on determining any complaint 
or information under this Act as follows: — 

i^a.) The appeal shall be made to some court of 
general or quarter sessions for the county 
or place in which the cause of appeal has 
arisen, holden not less than fifteen days and 
not more than four months after the decision 
appealed from : 

(6.) The appellant shall within seven days after 
the cause of appeal has arisen give notice to 
the other party and to the court of summary 
jurisdiction of his intention to appeal, and 
of the ground thereof: 

(r.) The appellant shall immediately after such 
notice enter into a recognizance before a 
justice of the peace in the sum of ten 
pounds, with two suflScient sureties in the 
sum of ten pounds, conditioned personally 
to try such appeal, and to abide the judg- 
ment of the court thereon, and to pay costs 
if awarded: 
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(rf.) Where the appellant is in custody, the 
justice may, on the appellant entering into 
such recognizance as aforesaid, release him 
from custody : 

(c.) The court of appeal may adjourn the appeal, 
and upon the hearing thereof may confirm, 
reverse, or modify the decision of the court 
of summary jurisdiction, or remit the matter 
to such court with the opinion of the court 
of appeal thereon, or make such other order 
in the matter as the court thinks just : 

(/.) If the matter be remitted to the court of 
summary jurisdiction, such court shall there- 
upon rehear and decide the information or 
complaint in accordance with the opinion of 
the court of appeal. 

(7.) In Scotland any person may appeal from any 
order or conviction under this Act to the Court of 
Justiciary, or any circuit court thereof, under and in 
terms of the Act of the twentieth year of the reign of 
His Majesty King George the Second, chapter forty- 
three, or under any Act amending that Act, or apply- 
ing or incorporating its provisions or any of them with 
regard to appeals; or to the Court of Justiciary at 
Edinburgh, under and in terms of "The Summary 
Prosecutions Appeals (Scotland) Act, 1 875." 

34. Regulation of proceedings in county courts. — 
Proceedings under this Act directed to be taken by 
and before the judges of county courts may be regu- 
lated in Scotland by any acts of sederunt of the Court 
of Session, and in Ireland by any orders made by the 
Lord Chancellor, and until otherwise provided are 
regulated by such rules and orders, and acts of sede- 
runt, made under the forty-third section of the Act of 
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the eighteenth and nineteenth years of Her present 
Majesty, chapter sixty-three, as may be in force at the 
commencement of this Act.* 

The registrars and high bailiffs of the county courts 
shall be remunerated for the duties to be performed 
by them under this Act in such manner as the Trea- 
sury, with the consent of the Lord Chancellor, shall 
from time to time order and direct. 

35. Puitic auditors. — The Treasury may from time 
to time appoint public auditors and valuers for the 
purposes of this Act, and may determine from time 
to time the rates of remuneration to be paid by 
societies for the services of such auditors and valuers ; 
but tne employment of such auditors and valuers is 
not compulsory on any society. 

36. •f'^^** — The Treasury may determine a scale of 
fees to be paid for matters to be transacted or for the 
inspection of documents under this Act ; but no fee 
shall be payable on the registry of any friendly, bene-

38. Regulations to be made fur candying out the 
Act, — ^The Treasury may from time to time make 
regulations repecting registry and procedure under 
this Act, and the seal and forms to be used for such 
registry, and the duties and functions of the registrar, 
und the inspection of documents kept by the registrar 
under this Act, and generally for carrying this Act 
into effect. 

All such regulations shall be laid before both 
Houses of Parliament within ten days after the 
approval thereof if Parliament is then sitting, or if 
not then sitting, then within ten days from the then 
next Uftyemblin^: of Parliament" 
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Until otherwise provided, the forms contained in 
the fourth schedule to this Act shall be used. 

39. Evidence of documents. — Every instrument or 
document, copy or extract of an instrument or docu- 
ment, bearing the seal or stamp of the central office, 
shall be received in evidence without further proof; 
and every document purporting to be signed by the 
chief or any assistant registrar, or any inspector, or 
public auditor or valuer under this Act, shall, in the 
absence of any evidence to the contrary, be received in 
evidence without proof of the signature. 

40. Application of Act to Isle of Man, — With 
respect to the Isle of Man the provisions of this Act 
shall be varied as follows : — 

(1.) The terms "Supreme Court of Judicatur"** ^^ 
and "county court ^^ respectively mean the Court ui 
Chancery of the said Isle, in which court the proceed- 
ings under this Act may be regulated by rules and 
orders to be made in that behalf by the court, and, 
until otherwise provided, shall be regulated according 
to the ordinary practice of such court : 

(2.) The terms " the Companies Acts '' and " the 
Companies Act, 1862,^' respectively mean the law for 
the time being in force in the said Isle for the regulat- 
ing and winding up of companies : 

(3.) The term " Summary Jurisdiction Acts ^^ means 
the law for the time being in force in the said Isle for 
regulating the exercise of summary jurisdiction by 
justices of the peace : 

(4.) All offences and penalties under this Act shall 
be prosecuted and recovered summarily before a high 
bailiff or two justices of the peace at the suit or in- 
stance of a registrar or of a head constable ;] 
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(5.) All penalties recovered under this Act shall be 
paid to the treasurer of the said Isle^ and be added to 
the general revenue of the said Isle : 

(6.) Any person may appeal from any order or con- 
viction to be made in a case of summary jurisdiction 
under this Act in the manner prescribed by the law in 
force in the said Isle as to appeals in cases of sum- 
mary jurisdiction. 

41. Application of Act to Channel Islands. — With 
respect to the Channel Islands this Act shall be varied 
as follows : — 

(1.) As respects the Island of Jersey, the following 
provisions shall have effect : — 

(fl.) The term " county court " means the court 
for the recovery of petty debts, in all cases 
in which the claim or demand shall not 
exceed the sum of ten pounds sterling, and 
in all other cases it means the inferior 
number of the royal court of the said island, 
composed of the bailiff and two jurats of the 
said court : 

(J.) The term " court of summary jurisdiction '' 
has in civil cases the same meaning as the 
term county court : 

(c.) All misdemeanors under this Act shall be 
prosecuted, tried, and punished in the form 
and manner prescribed by the law and custom 
of the said island with respect to crimes and 
offences (crimes et delits) : 

ifi.) All other offences and all penalties under 
this Act shall be prosecuted and recovered 
summarily before the magistrate of the 
court for the repression of minor offences, in 
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all cases of his competency, at the suit or 
instance of the bailiflF of the parish in which 
the offence or other unlawful act shall have 
been committed, and in all other cases 
before the bailiff and two jurats of the royal 
court, at the suit or instance of Her Majesty's 
Procurator General for the said island : 

(e.) All penalties recovered under this Act shall 
be paid to the officers who by the law and 
practice of the said island are entitled to 
receive fines levied by order of the said courts 
respectively, and shall by such officers be 
accounted for and paid to Her Majesty's 
Receiver General in the said island on behalf 
of the Crown : 
f.) The powers conferred under this Act on two 
justices shall be exercised by the inferior 
number of the royal court of the said island : 

{g,) Clause thirty-three of this Act, and the 
term " Summary Jurisdiction Acts," shall 
not apply to the said island, but all proceed- 
ings under this Act in any of the courts of 
the said island shall be regulated according 
to the ordinary practice of such courts re- 
spectively, and all penalties shall in default 
of payment be enforced in the same manner 
as fines payable to the Crown in the said 
island : 

(A.) The rules prescribed by the law of the said 
island with respect to appeals in civil and 
criminal cases shall be followed as to appeals 
from any orders, judgments, or convictions 
made in cases of summary jurisdiction under 
this Act : 

(f.) The terms '* the Companies Acts," and *' the 
Companies Act, 1862," shall be taken to 
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mean the law which from time to time may 
be in force in the said island for the forma- 
tion, regalation^ and winding up of com- 
panies. 

(2.) As respects the bailiwick of the Island of 
Guernsey : 

(a.) The court of primary instance within the 
bailiwick shall have all such powers and 
authorities as are by this Act conferred 
either on justices of the peace or on judges 
of county courts in England : Provided that 
a sentence may be appealed from if the case 
admits of an appeal^ under the orders in 
council now in force within the bailiwick, 
but that the decision of the royal court when 
sitting in a body as a court of appeal shall 
be final : 

(6.) When any sum of money becomes payable 
on the death of a member, such sum of 
money shall, in default of any direction 
or nomination such as is contemplated by 
this Act, be paid to the deceased member's 
legal representative^ according to the law of 
Guernsey : 

{c.) All friendly societies within the bailiwick 
shall be authorized to invest any part of 
their funds in the states bonds either of 
Guernsey or of Alderney : 

(rf.) The term " the Companies Act " means the 
law for the time being in force in the said 
bailiwick for the regulation and winding up 
of companies : 

(e.) All offences and penalties under this Act 
shall be prosecuted and recovered summarily 
before the court of primary jurisdiction at 
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the suit or instance of the law ofiScers of 
the Crown or of a constable of a parish : 
(/.) All penalties recovered under this Act shall 
be paid to the Receiver General, to be by 
him carried to the account of the Crown 
revenue.

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SCHEDULE II 

MATTERS TO BE PROVIDED FOR BY THE RULES OF 
SOCIETIES REGISTERED UNDER THIS ACT. 

1. The name and place of office of the society. 

2. The whole of the objects for which the society 
is to be established^ the purposes for which the funds 
thereof shall be applicable^ the terms of admission of 
members^ the conditions under which any member 
may become entitled to any benefit assured thereby^ 
and the fines and forfeitures to be imposed on auy 
member. 

3. The mode of holding meetings and right of 
voting, and the manner of making, altering, or 
rescinding rules. 

4. The appointment and removal of a committee of 
management (by whatever name), of a treasurer and 
other officers, and of trustees, and in the case of a 
society with branches, the composition of the central 
body, and the conditions under which a branch may 
secede from the society. 

5. The investment of the funds, the keeping of the 
accounts, and the audit of the same once a year at 
least. 

6. Annual returns to the registrar of the receipts, 
funds, effects, and expenditure^ and number of members 
of the society. 

7. The inspection of the books of the society by 
every person having an interest in the funds of the 
society. 

8. The manner in which disputes between the 
society and any of its membersj or any person claims 
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ing through a member or under the rules^ shall be 
settled. 

9. In case of dividing societies, a provision fur 
meeting all claims upon the society existing at the 
time of division before any such division takes place. 

And also in the case of friendly and cattle insurance 
societies : — 

1. The keeping separate accounts of all money

3. (Except as to cattle insurance societies) a valua- 
tion once at least in every five years of the assets and 
liabilities of the society^ including the estimated risks 
and contributions* 

4. The voluntary dissolution of the society by con- 
sent of not less than five-sixths in value of the 
members^ and of every person for the time being 
entitled to any benefit from the funds of the society, 
unless his claim be first satisfied or adequately pro- 
vided for. 

5. The right of one-fifth of the total number of 
members, or of one hundred members in the ease of a 
society of one thousand membei*s and not exceeding 
five thousand, or of five hundred members in the case 
of a society of more than ten thousand membei*s^ to 
apply to the chief registrar^ or in case of societies 
registered and doing business exclusively in Ireland or 
Scotland to the assistant-registrar for Ireland or Scot- 
land, for an investigation of the affairs of the society, 
or for winding vip the same.

(28th Junb, 1853.) 

Sec. 49. — Any Friendly Society legally establislied 
iindtT any Act of Parliament relating to Friendly Societies, 
and which does not assure or grant to any individual any 
sum or annuity to an amount which would dehar such 
society from the henefit of the exemption granted to 
Friendly Societies by the said Act of the 5th & Gth 
years of Her Majesty, Chapter 35, in respect of their 
stocks, dividends, and intere^^t, cliar<!eab!e under Schedule 
(C) of the said Act, shall be entitled to exemf)tion under 
this Act, as well as in respect of all their interest and 
other profits and gains, chargeable under Schedule (D) as 
in respect of their stocks, dividends^ and interest chargeable^ 
under Schedule (C) of this Act. 

The " Exemption " referred to in this Act, as being 
created bv the 5 Sc 6 Vict. c. 35, is thus laid down in the 
88th section of that Act: — "Exemption. — The stocks, 
dividends, or interest of any Friendly Society, legally 
established under any Act of Parliament relating ta. 
Friendly Societies : Provided it shall appear by the rules

Sec. 36. — After the first day of January one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-nine, no person shall hold any 
appointment as a physician, surgeon, or other medical 
officer either in the military or nayal seryice, or in emigrant 
or oth er yessels, or in any hospital, infirmary, dispensary, 
or lying-in hospital not suppoited wholly by yoluntary con- 
tributions, or in any lunatic asylum, gaol, penitentiary, 
house of correction, house of industry, parochial or union 
wo rkhouse or poorhouse, parish union or other public 
esta blishment, body, or constitution, or to any jriendly or 
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other society for qffhi'ding mutual relief in sickness^ infir- 
mity^ or old age^ or as a medical officer of health, unless he 
be registered under this Act : Provided always that nothing 
in this Act contained shall extend to repeal or alter any of 
the provisions of " The -Passengers Act, 1855."

Savings Banks Act.* 



21. On payment of money into the Bank to the account 
of National Debt Commissioners^ their officer shall give a 
receipt for the same^ carrying iiiterest at £S 5s. per cent, 
per annum. — From and after the twentieth day of 
November one thousand eight hundred and sixty-three, all 
receipts issued prior to that day to the trustees of savings 
banks established under the said hereby repealed Acts by 
the Conamissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt, 
shall carry interest at the rate of three 4>ounds five shillings 
per centum per annum ; and from and after the said 
twentieth day of November one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-three, upon the payment of any sum or sums of 
money into the Banks of England or Ireland to the account 
of the said Commissioners by the trustees of any savings 
bank established under the said hereby repealed Acts or 
this Act, it shall be lawful for the officer or officers of the 
said Commissioners in that behalf, and he and they is and 
are hereby authorized and empowered, to issue, upon every 
such payment being made, a receipt, signed by one of the 
cashiers of the Governor and Company of the Bank of 
England or Ireland, as the case may be, for the amount of 
such payment, carrying interest at the like rate of three

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pounds five shillioirs per centam per annum from the day 
of snch payment incIusiTe, payable with the principal at 
the Banks of England and Ireland respectively, wheneyer 
the same shall be required or drawn for in manner directed 
by this Act, and snch receipt shall be dated on the day on 
which the payment of any snch sum or sums of money 
shall be made respectively, and every such receipt shall be 
in such form as shall be from* time to time directed by 
the said Commissioners, and the principal and interest of 
all sums mentioned in any receipt shall be charged and 
chargeable upon, and the same are hereby charged and 
made payable out of, all or any moneys standing in any 
account in the names of the said Commissioners, or out of 
any moneys produced by the sale of any stock, or annuities, 
funds, or Exchequer Bills or other securities standing in 
their names in the books of the Banks of England and 
Ireland respectively, as the said Commissioners shall from 
time to time direct: Provided always, that no fractional 
part less than one penny shall be allowed or paid as interest 
upon the principal sum contained in any receipt issued 
under the provisions of this Act. 

22. Interest due on money mentioned in receipt to he 
calculated half-yearly up to HOfk November and 20fk May, 
and carried to account of savinas bank as additional 
principal. — All interest which shall become due and pa\'- 
'^bie upon any sum of money mentioned in any such receipt 
upon the twentietli day of November and the twentieth 
day of May in every year next after the date of any 
such receipt, shall be from time to time calculated and 
computed by the officer of the said Corami>sioners, and 
shall in each and every year be placed to the credit of 
the savings bank on whose account any such sum of 
money was paid within six weeks from such twentieth 
day of November and twentieth day of May respectively, 
and shall be carried to and written on the account of such 
saviugs bank, and shall become ])rincipal, and shall from 
tljcnceforth carry interest as principal money paid into the 
said Bank of England or Ireland, as the case may be, on 
the account of such savings bank ; and a receipt, accord int' 
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to suclj form as the said Commissioners shall approve, shall 
be si«:nod by the officer oK tlie said Conmn8sioner.s and 
slmll be issuable by the said officer half-yearly within sixty 
days from and after such twentieth day of Noyember and 
twentieth day of May respectively (and 8uch receipts shall 
bear date the twenty first day oF November and twenty- 
first day of May respectively), for the amount of such in- 
terest so credited and made principal as aforesaid, as if the 
amount thereof had been a payment made by the trustees 
of such savings bank to the account of the said Commis- 
sioners: Provided always, that no interest shall be com- 
puted or calculated on any fractional part of a pound of 
the half-yearly balance standing in the books of the said 
Commissioners on account of anv savings bank, on anv 
twentieth day of November or twentieth day of May 
respectively. 

24-. Before drawing for money^ trustees shall sign ap- 
pointment for agent to receive the same^ vrhich appointment 
shall he deposited with Commissioners, — Before trustees of 
any savings bank shall make any order or draft for payment 
by the soic' Commissioners of any sum or sums oK money 
under this Act, the trustees of such savings bank shall 
make, give, sign, and execute an appointment under the 
hands and seals of not less than two of such trustees, and 
the execution of which shall be attested by two managers 
of the* same savings bank, empowering and authorizing 
some person or persons named in such appointment to be 
agent or agents for receiving all and every such sum and 
sums of money as such trustees shall from time to time 
require to be paid by such Conmiissioners, and every such 
appointment shall be produced by or on behalf of the per- 
son or persons named therein to the oflicer of the said 
Commissioners, fourteen days at least before the payment of 
any sum or sums of money on account of such savings 
bank ; and such appointment shall remain deposited in the 
office of the said Commissioners ; and every such ap])oint- 
nient shall be made in such form and under such regula- 
tions as shall from time to time be directed or required or 
approved of by the said Commissioners or their officer: 
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Provided filwavs, tlmt it shall be lawful for the trustees of 
any savings bank by whom any such appointment shall be 
made, given, signed, and executed, or for the survivors or 
survivor of such trustees, to revoke such appointment by 
any certificate or other instrument under the hands and 
seals or hand and seal of such trustees. or trustee, attested 
by two managers of such savings bank, and in such form 
and under such regulations as shall be directed or required 
or approved of by the said Commissioners or their officer ; 
and in case of the decease of every such trustee except 
one, it shall be lawful for the surviving trustee, together 
with any other trustee or trustees, being not less than two» 
of the said savings bank, and in case of the decease of all 
such trustees, or in case all such trustees sliall decline or 
refuse to act, it shall be lawful for not less than two other 
trustees of the said savings bank from time to time to 
make, give, and execute an appointment in manner afore- 
said, re-appointing the person or persons named in such 
appointment, or any other person or persons in his or their 
room or stead, to be the agent or agents of such trustees ; 
and every such certificate or instrument of revocation, and 
every such new appointment shall be produced to the officer 
of the said Commissioners by the person or persons named 
in such new appointment, fourteen days at least before the 
payment of any sum or sums of money to the person or 
persons named in such new appointment, and shall remain 
deposited in the office of such officer. 

25. Trustees may draw for the whole or any part of any 
sum placed to their account by drafts on Commissioners^ 
which shaU he endorsed by their officer^ and paid with the 
interest added thereto by cashiers of the Bank. — It^ shall be 
lawful for the trustees of any such savings bank from time 
to time (by any draft or order in writing under the hands 
of any two trustees of such savings bank, attested by two 
other trustees or managers or by any two credible witnesses, 
according to such form as the said Commissioners for the 
Reduction of the National Debt shall from time to time 
direct) to require that the whole or any part of the prin- 
cipal sum or sums of money standing in the books of the 
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said Coramissiouers to the credit of tlie trustees of such 
savings hank shall he paid to such person or persons as 
such trustees shall from time to time require, being the 
agent or agents named in some appointment executed under 
this Act or the said hereby repealed Acts, and lodged with 
the officers of the said Commissioners as hereinbefore men* 
tioned and then remaining in force, and every such draft 
or order shall be addressed to the said Commissioners, and 
upon the same being produced to the officer of the said 
Commissioners the said oflficer shall, within five days after 
the production thereof, upon the back of such draft or order 
indorse and sign an order in such form as shall from time to 
time he directed and required by the said Commissioners for 
the payment of the sum mentioned in the draft or order of 
such trustees, together with the amount of all interest due 
on such sum up to the day immediately preceding the day 
of the date of the order of such officer, and which order of 
such officer previously to the issuing thereof shall be entered 
and countersigned by the clerk or other proper officer 
making such entry, and shall be addressed to the cashiers 
of the Governor and Company of the Bank of England or 
Ireland, as the case may be, and such cashiers or one of 
them shall, upon the production of such order, pay the sum 
mentioned therein to the person or persons mentioned 
in the draft or order of the said trustees, and the sig- 
nature of such person or persons, jointly or severally, 
shall be a sufficient discharge to the said Commissioners and 
to the said Governors and Company respectively, and all 
payments made in pursuance of such draft or order respec- 
tively shall be deemed and taken to be payments made. by

26. Draft exceeding £5,000 to he signed by four truateea 
and attested hy separate witnesses ; draft for £10,000 not 
to he paid until after fourteen days, — Whenever the sum 
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to be drawn for by the trustees of any savings bank 
shall exceed five thousand pounds, the draft or order for 
that purpose shall be signed by not less than four such 
trustees, and the signature of each and every of the said 
four trustees shall be separately attested by at least one 
manager of such savings bank, or some one other credible 
person ; and any manager or other person attesting the 
signature of any one of the said four trustees sliall not be 
an attesting witness to the signature of any ether of such 
four trustees : Provided also, that whenever the sum or 
sums drawn for by one or more drafts by the trustees of 
any savings bank, or by the trustees of any friendly 
society, shall exceed the sum of ten thousand pounds, the 
amount of such draft or drafts (if more than one) shall not 
be payable by the officer of the said Commissioners until 
the expiration of fourteen days next after the day when 
the draft or drafts for such sum or sums shall be produced 
to the said officer. 

27. Officer not to issue in any one day orders for more 
than £10,000 ybr the same hank* — Such officer shah be 
and he is hereby restrained from issuing any order or orders 
for payment as aforesaid, bearing the same date, upon any 
one day, on account of the same savings bank, exceeding 
in amount the principal sum of ten thousand pounds, any- 
thing hereinbefore contained to the contrary thereof in 
anywise notwithstanding, 

28. Trustees appearing in person may receive payments 
of drafts instead of their agents ; such receipt of money 
hy trustees in person not to affect any previous appointment 
of agents. — In case any one or more trustee or trustees 
of any savings bank, who shall have made, given, signed, 
and executed any such appointment, shall at any time 
a[)pear in person at the office of the said Commihsioners 
in England or Ireland respectively, and require payment 
of any sum or sums of money which might be required 
by the person or persons authorized to receive the same 
by buch apj)ointments, or if any trustee or trustees of 
any savings bank shall appear in person where no ap- 
pointment shall have been made, and if such trustee 
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or trustees so appearing shall produce a draft or order 
signed by any two or more tru<5t«»es oF such Ravin^rs bank 
for any sum under five thousand pounds, or by any four or 
more trustees for sums exceeding five thousand pounds, no 
such trustee or trustees being himself or themselves a 
party or parties who signed such draft or order, and if the 
identity of the person of the trustee or trustees so appear- 
ing shall be ascertained to the satisfaction of the said Com- 
missioners or their ofRcer, it shall be lawful for the said 
officer to direct payment to be made to such trustee or 
trustees so appearing of any sum or sums required to be 
paid by such order or draft, in like manner as if the person 
or persons authorized by such appointment to receive the 
same had required such payment, anything hereinbefore 
contained to the contrary in anywise notwithstanding : 
Provided nevertheless, that notwithstanding the payment 
made to such trustees or trustee appearing in person on the 
appointment of such person or persons as aforesaid, the 
appointment shall remain in full force and virtue until 
revoked by the trustees, as hereinbefore mentioned. 

32. How funds of charitable sociefies^ Scc.^ and penny 
savings banks may be invested, — It bliall be lawful for 
the trustees or treasurers of any charitable or provident 
institution or society, or charitable donation or bequest for 
the maintenance, education, or benefit of the poor, or of 
any penny savings bank within the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Trcland, to invest, with the approval of 
the Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt, 
or the Comptroller-General acting under them, and under 
such regulations as shall be prescribed by them in that 
respect, the funds of such institution or society, without 
restriction as to amount, into the funds of any savings 
bank established uuder the provisions of the said hereby 
repealed Acts or of this Act, and also without such approval 
of the said Commissioners to invest from time to time, if 
the trustees and managers of such savings bank shall be 
willing to receive the same, any part of the funds of such 
institution or society or penny savings bank to the amount 
of one hundred pounds per annum : Provided in such last 
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cases the amount of the sum to he invested by any such 
institution or society or penny savings bank shall not at 
any time exceed the sum of three hundred pounds in the 
whole, exclusive of interest. 

33. How friendly societies duly enrolled^ S^e.^ may in- 
vest — It shall be lawful for the trustees or treasurers of 
any friendly society legally enrolled or certified in the 
manner required by the Acts in force relating to friendly 
societies to invest any sum of money the property of such 
society, without restriction as to amount, into the funds of 
any savings bank established under the provisions of the 
said hereby repealed Acts or of this Act, and which shall be 
willing to receive the same, under such terms and condi- 
tions as shall be specially provided for that purpose by the 
rules, orders, and regulations of such savings bank. 

34. Receipt of trusteey 4*c., of any charitable society^ 
penny savings bank^ or friendly society^ deemed sufficient 
disckargc-^^lihe receipt of the treasurer, trustee, or other 
officer for the time being of any such charitable or provi- 
dent institution or society, penny savings bank, or friendly 
society, for any money paid according to the requisition of 
such treasurer, trustee, or other officer apparently author- 
ized to require such payment, shall be a sufficient dis- 
charge for the same, and the savings bank paying such 
money, and the trustees, managers, and officers thereof, 
shall not be responsible, for any misapplication or for any 
want of authority of the person or persons requiring or 
receiving payment of such money. 

35. Members of friendly or charitable societies or penny 
savings banks not liable to disability in those societies by 
subscribing to any savings bank under t/iis Act. — No 
person who is or shall be a member of any friendly society 
established or to be established under and by virtue of any 
Act or Acts relating to friendly societies, or a member of any 
of the charitable institutions or penny savings banks here- 
inbefore mentioned, shall, by reason of such person being 
or becoming a depositor in any savings bank taking the 
benefit of this Act, be considered as subject or liable to 
any penalty, forfeiture, or disability declared, or expressed 
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or intended so to be,. by or. in the rules, orders, or regula^ 
tions of 8uch friendly society, charitable institution, or 
penny savings bank respectively, any rules, orders, or 
regulations of such friendly society, charitable institution, 
or penny savings bank made or hereafter to bo made to the 
contrary notwithstanding : Provided also, that no depositor 
shall be subject or liable to any penalty or forfeiture on 
account of his belonging to or being interested in the 
funds of any friendly society or charitable institution or 
penny savings bank deposited in the same or any other 
savings bank. 

38. Depositors in one savings hanh shall not deposit in 
any other savings hank — It shall not be lawful for any 
person or persons who shall have made any deposit in or 
who shall be entitled to any benefit from the funds of any 
savings bank (unless such benefit shall be derived solely 
as executor, administrator, or other personal representa- 
tive of any deceased depositor in the same or any other 
savings bank) to make any deposit in any other account 
at the same or any other savings bank ; and that every 
person desirous of making any deposit in any savings bank 
shall, at the time of the making the first deposit in any 
savings bank, and at such other time or times as such 
depohitor shall be required so to do by the trustees and 
managers of any such savings bank, make a declara- 
tion, signed either by themselves, or, in case of infants 
under the age of seven years, by some person to be ap- 
proved by the trustees and managers, or by such other
